Engineer Clarke Contradicts Aldrich. 

Chief Engineer Clarke corroborated Dr. 
Jamieson in every particular. He said: 
Several men have been assigned to me for 
appointment by Dr. Jamieson if I had vacan- 
cies and if the men proved satisfactory. I 
have appointed a few. I have rejected many. 


Dr. Jamieson never sought to bring pressure 


to bear on me. I had not to appeal to the 
Com missioner to be sustained. I did not ap- 
peal. Dr. Jamieson never sought directly or 
indirectly to force men into my department. 
He has treated me with the utmost courtesy. 
I have never found fault with him and had no 
occasion todo so. Here is a bundle of as- 
signments and Mr. Clarke held aioft about 
forty papers]. I did not even examine these. 
I had no vacancies and there was no use in 
wasting time with them. But no complaint 
reached ine from Ur. Jamieson because I re- 
fused to examine the applicants. 

Mr, Aldrich's complaint about the patron- 
age was everywhere ridiculed at the City Hall 
because it is notorious that he has been the 
worst offender against civil service rules him- 
self. In his anxiety to obtain a nomination 
for Congress he distributed the patronage with 
a lavish and was generous in other re- 
A little circumstance was related in 
proof of this. One F. B. Phillips, who was a 
postoffice clerk at the Hyde Park branch of- 
fice, lost his job. It was said he lost it be- 
cause he supported Mr, Aldrich for Congress 
as against Col, Taylor. Mr. Aldrich thought 
so and provided for him. He gave him the 
job of building basins around the fire hydrants 
in the southern section of the city.. James 
Wallace, who was the contractor under Cre- 
gier, got $24.50 for the construction of those 
basins, furnishing all the material. Wallacg 
thought it was a good thing and tried to hold 
it. Phillips was paid $25 apiece for the basins, 
and the iron caps, which cost about $6 each, 
were furnished by thecity. Thus the work 
that Wallace did for $24.50 cost the city $31 
when done by Mr. Phillips, the supporter of 
Mr. Aldrich, 

They Have a “Good Thing.” 

Larry Coogan, a Twenty-niath Warder who 
had also espoused the cause of Mr. Aldrich, 
heard of the good thing Phillips had and de- 
manded that he should be allowed to build 
the basins in the Town of Lake wards. He 
was given the job without competition. Ac- 
cording to the City Engineer eighteen of those 
basins are built each week and Political Work- 


ers Coogan and Phillips have had a good thing 


out of the business because of their support 
of Mr. Aldrich. But these are only a few of 
the instances where the spoils system got the 
better of the good intentions and the excellent 
principles of the Commissioner. 

One thing more and Mr. Aldrich’s plaint 
may be dismissed. He says that the affairs of 
the department are in excellent shape. 
This is not the case, There is 
hardly a public improvement that -the 
Council has provided for that does 
not lag. The Halsted street bridge is behind. 
So are the Indiana street and the Canal street 
bridges. The work on the Taylor street 
viaduct provided for eighteen months ago Has 
not yet been commenced, The Hyde Park 
water tunnels and the Lake View tunnels are 
behind time. Ordinances for improvements 
of streets and alleys passed last July bave not 
yet been acted on. The department generally 
is a year in afrears. Coutractors under the 
present administration are so laggard that in 
a case recently where Contractor Tom Byrne 
finished a big sewer on time the property- 
owners proposed to make him a present of a 
diamond star. These are facts, not specula- 
tions, theories, or declarations of principle. 

Mayor Washburne refused to be interviewed 
during office hours regarding ex-Commission- 
er Aldrich’s statements, and reiterated his re- 
fusal at his house last night.

Some Questions for Aldrich to Answer. 
[Editor of The Tribune].—If J. Frank Aldrich, 

the responsible head of the Public Works De- 

partment. did not discover the frands in the 

Water Office or Sidewalk Department until they 

had continued for months, who was to blame? It 

he did know of these frauds and still continued 
in his position at the head of this department 
without attempting to stop them, was he a faith- 
ful public officer? It is no defense to say that Dr. 

Jamieson had the appointment of the sub- 

ordinates. If Aldrich did not find out that they 

were dishonest or incompetent he was at least 
negligent in his service of the taxvayers. 

If he did, and remained after he knew 

of dishonesty and incompetency in his subordi- 

nates which he could not correct, he must be held 
to have loved his position better than a clean rec- 
ord for the department over which he presided. 

Mr. Aldrich now declares in favor of a citizens’ 

movement. We say amen the sentiment, al- 

though thousands of taxpayers have been con- 
verted to the same belief because of the sinecures 
bestowed, contracts let without competition or 
to the highest bidder, to say nothing of pay-rolls 

stuffed largely in the interest of Mr. Aldrich as a 

candidate for the nomination and election to 

Congress. Mr. Aldrich has used his department 

as a machine politician, and that in the most odi- 

ous way, for his personal advancement. Let him 
not attempt to pose longer as a réformer. Sup- 
port purchased by contracts and places at public 
expense is the most unwholesome form of polit-

HE GETS AN ASSISTANT 


DR. GUNSAULUS WILL ONLY PREAOH | 
AT PLYMOUTH OHUROH. 


His Duties as President of the Armour 
Manual Training Institute and Superin- 
tendent of Armour Mission Make It 
Necessary for Him to Give Up Routine 
Pastoral Work—The Congregation Takes 
Action Accordingly—The Wishes of the 
Millionaire Philanthropist, 


The Rev. Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, the pas- 
tor of Plymouth Congregational Church, will 
retain the pastorate of that church. The an- 
nual meeting of the organization was held last 
night, and by unanimous vote the 
members decided to relieve him 
vf such portions of his present duties 
as will enable him to assume the Presidency 
of the Armour Institute and also remain with 
them as pastor. Jan. 1 an assistant pastor 
will be chosen, Dr. Gunsaulus will occupy 
the pulpit every Sunday morning as usual, 
and for some time to come he will also preach 
in the evening; and, if he finds it possible, as 
he thinks he will, be will occupy the pulpit 
of the church the same as heretofore notwith- 
standing his new office. 

The matter was first presented to Plymouth 
congregation Dec. 18, at a joint meeting of the 
Prudential committee and Board of Trustees. 
A joint committee of these two bodies was ap- 
pointed to prepare the matter for presentation 
to the congregation. The committee was as 
follows: O. B. Taft, F. G. Logan, E. B. But- 
ler, J. B. Stubos, and Dr. J. H. Hollister. 
The report of this committee was presented to 
the annual meeting last night by Dr. Hollister 
and adopted without a dissenting vote. 

Report of the Joint Committee, 

The committee’s report is as follows: 

At a joint meeting of the Prudential conimit- 
tee and the Board of Trustees of Plymouth 
Church duly convened Dec. 18, 1892, the Rev. Dr. 
Gunsaulus, pastor of the church, presented a full 
statement of the desire on the part of the trustees 
of Armour Institute that Dr. Gunsaulus should so 
far relinquish his labors in Plymouth Church as 
to be able to assume the superintendence of the 
institute in all its departments. He also stated 
that it would be his pleasure to continue his rela- 
tions as pastor of Plymouth Church and continue 
the preaching here that he has hitherto 
done, but, in assuming the labore in- 
cident to the development of Armour 
Institute, he must ask to be relieved 
of all other pastoral labor aside from that of 
preaching, and he requested that the salary for 
such service be readjusted on terms mutually 
satisfactory. In joint session his propositions 
were fully considered, and in conciusion a special 
committee consisting of Messrs. O. B. Taft, F. G. 
Logan, E. B. Butler. J. B. Stubbs, and Dr. J. H 
Hollister was appointed to formulate the views 
there expressed, to present the same for the con- 
sideration of the joint meeting at a later 
session, and when accepted by them 
to be preseuted to the church 
and society for authoritative action. The paper 
prepared by the special committee having been 
presented to the joint Board of Trustees and 
Prudential committee, and received their ap- 
proval. is herewith submitted for the action of 
the church and society: 

To the church and society of Plymouth Con- 
gregational Church of Chicago: Your Pru- 
dential committee, in connection with the 
trustees of this church, desire to present to you 
the following communication: Our pastor, the 
Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus, D. D., desires us to 
make known to the church his earnest 
wish to engage after Jan. 1, 1893, in a large educa- 
tional and Christian work in connection with 
Armour Mission in this city, and that in so doing 
it will naturally affect his time and present 
duties in this chumgph. Assured as we are by our 
pastor that it is his wish and belief as well as the 
desire of Mr. Armour that in the new relation tp 
be established we shali continue to have the 
services of our pastor ‘in the pulpit each Sab- 
bath morning and such evenings as he may de- 
sire, we recommend to the church und society. in 
view of such assurances and being desirous 
to aid in the broad work of pratical- 
ly doing at all times that which 
shall be expressed from his pulpit on the Sab- 
bath, that the church take such action 
as shall relieve Dr. Gunsaulus from all duties 
whatsoever except that of occupying the pulpit 
Sabbath morning. We also advise that the 
church and society take such authoritative ac- 
tion asshall enable the Prudential committee 
and trustees to secure the services of an associ- 
ate pastor, to be charged with the fulfillment of 
all duties not incumbent on the pastor.”’ 

Dr. Gunsaulus Talks. 

After the reading of the report Dr. Gunsau- 
lus explained his attitude toward the proposed 
action of the church. He spoke of Mr. Ar- 
mour’s great desire to do something toward 
the education of young men and women, 
which at present is not done either in the 
common school or the college. For two 
or three years, at various times, he 
said that he had been @nade conversant 
with Mr. Armour’s desire to train young men 
and women toward the performance of the 
practical duties of life. Both he ana Mr. Ar- 
mour had given the matter a great deal of 
study in America and abroad. He said that 
the great desire of Mr. Armour’s heart has 
been to unite the educational institution with 
the Christian work at Armour’s Mission. 
It is his desire, he said, to ed- 
ucate the head, hand, and heart. 
Mr. Armour has seen that to put both institu- 
tions under one management it was necessary 
to have some one at the head who is as loyal 
to one as to the other, and who understands 
and sympathizes with the history of both. To 
thisend Mr. Armour asked Dr. Gunsaulus 
simply to be faithful to the things he had said 
at one time and another concerniug the neces- 
ity for practical Christian education, and this 
was a matter put on him in such a way that if 
he was loyal to what he had 
been preaching for the last four years, he 
must accept the Presidency of the institution. 
It would afford him every opportunity to put 
into practical use the ideas of uplifting the 
masses and saving even the rich from failure, 
which had been dear to him. 

Mr. Armour, the doctor said, would be the 
last person to take him from Plymouth 
Church at atime when his ministry is so needed 
as it may be the ensuing year, and especially 
as the church had been counting on the 
permanency of his pastorate. To this end he 
was desirous of an associate pastor who would 
relieve him of all other work thathe might 
organize and devote all necessary time to the 
Armour Institute and to give to this church 
continuously the services mentioned in the 
joint report just read, 

For the Associate Pastorate. 

The Prudential committee and the Board 
of Trustees are now ready to receive applica- 
tions from candidates for the associate pastor- 
ate of Plymouth Church. Dr. Gunsaulus 
is now engaged in a course of histcrical ser- 
mons and he will not permit anything to pre- 
vent him from finishing the course as sched- 
uled. 

Armour Institute will be modeled after the 
Drexel Institute of Philadelphia in a great 
measure, though it will do more literary work 
than the Drexel and will be devoted toa 
higher grade of scientific work. Its plan of 
organization will be comprehensive, providing 
liberal means of cultare for the masses, 
Lectures and evening classes will be given, 
and a comprehensive library and museum will 
be among the importaat features of the great 
institution.

She is Struck by an trop Bar Which Fell 
from a High Building. 

“It’s a vrai bad Christifmus present ve hev 
got,” said Thiel Guillame, ® gray old French- 
man, as he stood in the door of his little cot- 
tage at No. 187 Twenty-fourth place yesterday 
afternoon. Then the old man smiled sadly 
and knocked the ashes from his pipe, “It’s a 
vrai bad Christimus present, but I cannot tell 
much. My wife is at 0 all day, and 
Marie, zat: is my daughter, her skull is broke, 
and ze doctor cannot tell , she will live. O, 
it is a vrai bad Christs present ve hey 
got. 

It was Thursday morning last that Mary 
Guillame, a pretty young French girl, started 
from home with her mother. She was going 
down to the city to visit the big shops and buy 
Christmas presents for her friends. Mary has 
been employed for some time as a stenog- 
rapher. She had saved 4 considerable sum 
out of her salary with w she had intended 
to purchase holiday gifts. So with the happy 
holiday spirit in their Mary and her 
mother made an early sta for the city. Ata 
few minutes after 8 o’ they were walking 
along Washington street, between Wabash 
avenue and State. A display of pretty fancy 
goods in a shop window i® the big Venetian 
Building caught the eye of the young woman. 

See, mother, she there is a beauti- 
ful doll which I will buy for little Annette.” 

The two women stopped and stood for a mo- 
ment before the window with its gorgeous 
show. 

At the same time Cres Beterson, a Swedish 
janitor, was at work high Up on the seventh 
story of the building. He had stepped out on 
a window ledge and was attempting to adjust 
the iron framework which i used to give a se- 
cure footing to the janitofs while the glass is 
being washed. In one hand he held one of the 
iron brackets of the frame and in the other 
the heavy cross-bar. Duruig the night frost 
had gathered on the window ledge and Peter- 
son’s foot slipped as he stepped upon it. With 
death staring him in the f he let go of the 
iron bracket and lunged fofward, catching the 
window-frame with his fred hand. 

He was saved, but the falling iron did dead- 
ly work below. Mary Guillame stood direct- 
ly in its pathway and it struck her full on the 
top of the head. Her mother was leaning for- 
ward looking into the shop window with eager 
eyes. Crushed by the fearful blow, Mary fell 
forward, striking her mother’s shoulder, In 
an instant there was a rush to the spot. Three 
men lifted the unconscious girl and carried 
her into Gale & Blocki’s drug store. A physi- 
cian was instantly called and, after restor- 
atives had been applied, was taken to St. 
Luke’s Hospital. There id was found that her 
skull was fractured. Trépanning was resorted 
to in hope that she may sidwly recover. 

Aldis, Aldis 4 Northcote, agents for the 
Venetian Building, said yesterday that if the 
best of care and attention could avail they 
would see that the poor girl was nursed back 
to health and strength. . 

Meanwhile her old father stands in the door- 
way of the little cottage - on Twenty-fourth 
place with a sad, hopeless Ibok in his eyes.

Harry Long, alias — andl Charles

their rrrest Bloomfield had in his possession 
$60 worth of rings aha jewelry stolen from 
various counters. When taken to the Central 
Station they admitted that they had been 


stealing from the big stores for several weeks, 


and contessed to having taken hundreds of 
dollars’ worsh of material, which they had 
pawned or sold.

TRYING TO UNITE THE UNIVERSITIES. 


‘President Harper of Chicago Makes a Prop- 
osition to Lake Forest. 


A strong effort is being made by President 
Harper of the University of Chicago to effect 
a combination between his institution and 
Lake Forest University. According to what 
the faculty of the last-named college say Pres- 
ident Harper has offered to place the new 
Yerkes telescope in Lake Forest if Lake 
Forest University will consent to become an 
undergraduate department of Chicago ,Uni- 
versity. The members of the faculty claim 
they have given thé matter no thought at all 
and members of the Board of Trustees living 
in Lake Forest are as noncommital as tne 
faculty. 

However it was learned that a meeting of 
the Board of Trustees will be held Friday in 
Chicago, and at this meeting a committee will 
be appointed toinvestigate the offer, find out 
the actual financial standing of the Chicago 
University and how much Lake Forest would 
be benefited by accepting the offer. Some of 
the trustees seem to think that Lake Forest 
would lose its identity and gain no suitable 
advantage. 

Dr. Goodspeed, Secretary of the Chicago 
University, stated emphatically that no edu- 
cational center taken into the big school need 
lose its identity.

TO BUILD THE METROPOLITAN“ L“ ROAD 


Contract for Constructing the Line Let in 
New York. 

A contract for the construction of the line 
of the Metropolitan Elevated railroad has been 
closed in New York, says Attorney W. W. 
Gurley of the company, calling for the com- 
pletion of eight miles within a year and pro- 
viding for ten miles additional, to be built 
after the first section is finished. 

“The work,“ Mr. Gurley said. will be 
done by the West Side Construction com- 
pany, of- which E. W. Eckert has been ap- 
pointed manager. He is already in Chicago. 
Financial details, however, will be managed in 
New York by a committee composed of 
Measrs. Walcott, Clarke, and Hayes. The 
latter is President of the New York and 
Northern railroad. 

„Ot the $10,000,000 subscribed two-thirds 
were taken in New York, and the balance was 
about equally divided between Chicago and 
Boston. It is proposed to push the work 
rapidly, and. there are ample funds for the 
purpose. 

“We have settled 82 or 8 per 
cent of . the right-of-way on the 
mile from Ashland avenue to Western avenue. 
The remainder is on trial now. The three 
miles next west will be taken up as soon as 
this case is completed. We are preparing the 
petition for the route from Halsted street to 
the river and expect to have all the condemna- 
tion suits pending by January and hope to get 
them up by the middle ot February. 

Abstracts of titles are completed on prop- 
erty from the river to the city limits. It has 
not been determined how the road shall cross 
the river. Two or three routes have been ex- 
amined and the best engineering talent in the 
country has been consulted in reference to it.“

A man who has livedin Chicago long enough 
to catch its spirit of enterprise is bound to be 
heard from wherever he may go. Dr. Cor- 
nelius Herz is being heard from just now in 
France in connection with the Panama busi- 
ness. Dr. Herz is a Chicagoan; that is to say, 
he is an American who has lived in Chicago 
and caught the spirit of Chicago enterprise.. 
Perhaps he caught it at the time Chicago elec- 
trified the world by rebuilding itself; at any 
rate he was here when the big fire. wiped out 
the city and until 1872. His brother, Joseph 
Herz, lives in Chicago and has lived here tor 
more than twenty-two years. 

Herz is a German name, with a tint of the 
Hebrew in it, and, though he was born on.

Home, after all, was America. His ‘parents’ 
had. moved from New York to Uhicago and to 
Chicago he came. He arrived just in time to 
see the biggest fire of history and, 
to narrowly escape with his life. 
He staid in Chicago until late in 1872. He 
made many friends, but fire times were hard 
times for newcomers and he went to New 
York. There he was well received by prom-.

It is said that he is only 
waiting for the telephone monopoly in this 
country to expire, when he will appear with a 
wonderful telephone of hisown and revolu- 
tionize things with a ‘‘ push-button” instru- 
ment. 

Dr. Herz was an intimate friend of Gen. 
Boulanger. Nobody ever accused him of ap- 
proving that worthy’s political schemes, but 
Herz found Boulanger a War Minister who 
liked to pose as a patron of the sciences—an 
available ally in his electrical schemes.

No Disloyalty in the Army. 
The great difficulty in the way of a Royalist 


coup is that there are no signs of disloyalty in 


the army. M. de Freycinet, the Minister of 
War, is untouched by the scandals that have 
besmirched his colleague, Rouvier, and he bas 
the devoted and loyal attachment of the Gen- 


erals in higher command. The military forces 


in the neighburhood of Paris are kept under 
the strictest discipline, and the greatest vig- 
ilance is exercised to prevent any tamper- 
ing with the troops.

The government, it is said, has no 
oubt whatever of the fidelity of the troops 
and would at once call upon the garrison of 
Paris in case of an outbreak on the part of 
the Royalists. 

The zeal of the enemies of the republic is 
also checked by the report, made current un- 
officially but not doubted by anybody, that in 
the event of an insurrection martial law 
would at once be proclaimed and every insur- 
gent captured in arins either shot on the spot 
or executed after a summary court-martial. 

It is known that the officers of the navy are 
much more Royalist in their tendency than 
those of the army, but no danger to the re- 
public is expected from the navy, as it is be- 
lieved that the officers in command, however 
ardently some of them might welcome the re- 
establishment of a monarchy, would hesitate 
long before risking the loss of their desirable 
positions. 

Monarchist Agitators Closely Watched. 

The movements of the monarchist agitators 
are being carefully watched by agents of the 
government in France, in England, and in 
Spain, anda special watch is being kept at 
the passes of the Pyrenees, for fear thata 
Royalist movement might be attempted from 
that direction.

INVESTIGATIONS IN AMERICA. 


Frenchmen Not Satisfied Until Further 
Disclosures Are Made. 

New York, Dec. 21.—[Special.|—While the 
exposure of the Panama Canal scandal has 
been going on ia Paris a hint has been given 
that there may have been an American end to 
the great conspiracy. In past years the canal 
company proprietors have given evidence 
of their belief in the importance of 
American opinion and American influ- 
ence in pushing ,through so vast a 
scheme directly affecting the interest 
of the United States, and it would be surprie 
ing should not bold and magnificent operators 
like those in enarge of the Panama enterprise 
have attempted to further their cause in this 
country as well as at home through the use of 
their peculiar and dishonest methods. 

The recent trend of French Government 
investigations would foreshadow a course of 
such examfhationa that some of them will 
reach to this country. 

There is — or a well-defined suspicion 
that the rogues in the Panama Canal manage- 
ment had their allies in North America us 
well as far-off Russia. The value of American 
good will and power, and possibly financial 
support of the Panama scheme, was indicated 
nearly thirteen years ago, when firms of na- 
tional renown were appointed to receive sub- 
scriptions to the company’s stock, and more 
recently, when an American board of famous 
financial houses was formed to assist in the 
consolidation of interests of the tanama Ca- 
nal company and the Panama railroad com- 
pany. 

Wanted to Investigate in America. 

The first suspicion of dishonest dealing was 
given weight when the French Government 
requested the permission of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to investigate the 
books and transactions of the American rep- 
resentatives of the Panama promoters through 
Consul-General d’Abazac. A sensation was 
expected, but the result was not given out, al- 
though it is well understood by lawyers and 
Wall street men that the letters of the French 
courts did not ask sufficient scope in their in- 
vestigations here. It is well known that those 
making the investigations were unable to dis- 
cover any proofs of actual fraud or dishonest 
administrations. 

Lawyer Edmond Huerstel made the exam- 
ination for the French Consul, but was re- 
quested not to disclose its regults or give any 
other information. Whether he suspected that 
proofs of guilt would be found if a deeper ex- 
amination were permitted cannot be learned 
from him, but it was the general belief at the 
time that certain of the firms under examina- 
tion acted in a nervous manner and sought to 
avoid close scrutiny. 

About sixteea individuals and firms were 
questioned by the ia vestigating committee, 
the majority of whom were named in the let- 
ters rogatory from France. 

In rehearsing the history of the case a well- 
known lawyer with large financial interests, 
who followed the progress of the canal scheme 
most closely, and is in possession of many un- 
published facts, said today: 

Allthe banking firms declared that they re- 
ceived no compensation for their work of farther- 
ing the prospects of the canal company as Ameri- 
can representatives. The use of their names 
was not allowed for a monetary consideration, 
they declared, and proof of* receipts in the nature 
of compensation were not exhibited by them, for 
they said they did not exist when questioned at 


the time by outsiders. 


Mr. Thompson Disclosed Everything. 


Ex-Secretary Thompson, at the head of the 
American representation, was frank and dis- 
closed everything as far as his con- 
nection was concerned. The amount he 
said he received in his official capacity 
was $20,000 or $25,000, I believe, but the others 
declared they received no income whatever as 
figureheads. This struck American bankers and

SPFAKS ON THE MONARCHICAL PARTY 


Statements by the Count d’Haussonville— 
Interview with the Pope. 

The Count d’Haussonville made an aca- 
demical speech in September last at Montau- 
ban on the Past Present, and Future of the 
Monarchical Party.” He said that he and his 
friends were ready to take the good things of 
the revolution without being faithless to their 
principles. He distinctly refused to take 
his politics from Rome, now that the 
Pope had pronounced for the republic. After 
the Comte sat down the Royalist youth of 
Toulouse and Montauban joined in singing 
Bravo le Conscript.”’ Ihe conseript was the 
young Due d’Orleans, who was imprisoned at 
Clairvaux for having returned to France. 
There were 1,500 persons at the banquet. They 
voted a reaolution expressing respectful devo- 
tion and affection for the Comte de Paris and 
undiminished faith in the saving power of the 
monarchy 12 which he represents. 

Baron Mackan, the leader of the Royalist 
party inthe French Parliament, delivered a 
apeech at Carrouge, in the Orne, in October, 
in which he accepted the republic. He re- 
gretted that the country had not been ap- 
pealed to in a more direct manner when the 
question of republic or monarchy was 
beim discussed at Versailles, but he 
could not, he said, deny that the great 
majority of the French people now wanted to 
maintain the republic as organized by the 
Constitution of 1875. He made this admission 
with a sai heart and separated in sorrow from 
the friends along with whom he struggled to 
keep France in the traditional forms of gov- 
ernment. 

The London Standard in February last had 
the following about the Royalists: 

A telegram was sent from Paris last month to 
the Daily News stating that the Comte de Paris 
was about to break up his press organization, the 
Correspondence National, as he would not 
be able to go on with it much longer. The 
secretaries employed under Comte de Hauson- 
ville in this organisation are now seeking 
employment. One of them, a Marquis, 
who was brought u with the Comte 
de Paris and the Duc 4.

NO OHANGE IN THE DISTINGUISHED 
PATIENT'S: OONDITION. 


He Is Resting Easily and a Midnight Call 
from the Physician Not Deemed Neces- 
sary~Members of the Family Indulge 
in Outdoor Recreation—A Dread That 
When the End Does Come It Will Be 
Without Warning—Fears of Another 
Relapse at any Moment, 

Wasaineton, D. C., Dec. 21.—[Special.]— 


6 o’clock this evening his distinguished patient 
was resting so well that it was announced that 
a later visit would not be necessary. For this 
reason the light in the hallway, which has 
been kept burning for several nights recently 
until past midnight, was extinguished @ few 
minutes after 10 o’clock and the family retired 
quite early. 

There was a general feeling of relief among 
the friends of the man from Maine when it 
became known that his condition was such as 
to preclude the necessity for a midnight call 
from the doctor. Both physicians, Johnston 
and Hyatt, can be readily reached, however, 
by telephone, and the trained nurse at the 
Blaine house has instructions to call them in 
case of the slightest appearance of dangerous 
symptoms. Dr. Johnston lives but a few 
blocks from the Blaine residence, and just 
around the corner from the Arlington Hotel, 
in the fashionable quarter of the city. 

Members of the family indulged in out 
door recreation today for the first time since 
Sunday afternoon, Mr. and Mrs. Damrosch, 
James G. Blaine Jr., and his sister, Miss Har- 
riet Blaine, taking a walk together and 
remaining away from the house for quite 
awhile, Before they started on their jaunt, 
however, there had been an hour’s conference 
between the two attending physicians, as a re- 
sult of which they were informed that the 
condition of the head of the household was 
about the same as yesterday. 

He had slept well, taken nourishment to 
their satisfaction, and his symptoms were 
more favorable than at any time during the 
last twenty-four hours. Col. Coppinger, the 
son-in-iaw of Mr. Blaine, is the only member 
of the family absent from the city, and none 
of those now at the house go far away from it 
for fear the case may take sudden turn for 
the worse, a 
An End Without Warning. 

There is a constant dread that when the end 
does come it will be without much warning, 
and all are prepared for the worst at any time. 
Fears were expressed that the favora- 
ble symptoms of yesterday might be 
changed within twenty-four hours and another 
relapse similar to that of Sunday occur, but 
up to the hour of closing the house this even- 
ing nothing of an alarming character had 
made its appearance in the sick-room. Mr. 
Blaine’s bedroom is situated at the southwest 
angle of the third story of the red house and 
he enjoys a splendid panorama from the win- 
dows across the White House grounds to the 
Potomac River, the Washington monument 
and Arlington Hills being conspicuous feat- 
ures in the landscape. 

This morning the curtains in the south win- 
dows of the sick-room were raised to vatch 
the first rays of the sun as they came around 
from behind the Department of Justice 
Building. Later, however, it was necessary 
to lower them, for the strong glare was more 
than his eyes could stand. Mr. Blaine’s bed is 
on the farther side of the room and facing the 
windows. Occasionally he is strong enough to 
be propped up in bed by pillows behind his 
shoulders, but it is not for long, and soon it is 
necessary for him to rest once more. Men- 
tally Mr. Blaine is all right, but he is pitifully 
weak and can move but little without assist- 
ance. Mrs. Blaine is by the bedside almost 
all the time. Everything is done that can be 
to alleviate his condition, but that is little 
after all. Even the physicians feel there is 
not much within their power to aid him. 


Fears There Is No Hope, 


Representative Bingham of Pennsylvania, 
was one of the early morning callers. The news 
he received at the door was good as far as it 
went, but Mr. Bingham felt no more than 
tem porary relief at it. 

“Tam afraid there is no hope, he said. 
It is the end that unfortunately must come 
to all of us, and Mr. Blaine is comparatively 
young. His loss will take a great man out of 
the Nation.“ 

Senator Hale and Representative Boutelle, 
who have been intimate friends of the ex-Sec- 
retary for so long a time, were both admitted 
to the house, but were not ailowed to enter 
the sick-room. Mr. Blaine is able to talk with 
those about him, but he is not allowed to con- 
verse as much as he would probably like to 
do, and even the most intimate friends of the 
family have been rigidly excluded from his 
room for fear that their presence might un- 
duly weary and excite him. 

To the newspaper men waiting outside Mr. 
Boutelie said that from what they had been 
able to learn Mr. Blaine’s condition was 
much the same as it was yesterday; at least, 
it was no worse than it had been at any time 
since the rally from the severe setback he had 
suffered Sunday. But, said he, in a sig- 
nificant tone, Mr. Blaine is a very sick 
man.”’ 

A Respite from Death. 


A summary of the condition of the patient 
at midnight is that there is no appreciable 
change since yesterday. After his serious re- 
lapse and attack of heart failure he has rallied 
somewhat and seems to remain at that point. 
All that can be deduced from the reports of 
physicians and the family is that the ex-Secre- 
tary of State has been granted a respite trom 
death. Should there be another setback like 
that of Sunday it is not likely that the en- 
feebled constitution would be able to stand 
such a strain upon it. 


THE NOSES OF MONEYMAKERS, 


A Remarkable Nasal Exhibition at Jay 
Gould’s Funeral. 

New York Herald: I was very much in- 
terested at the funeral of Jay Gould to note 
the wonderful collection of noses which 
gathered about the bier of the great finanCier. 
They were noses of men who have been the 
architects of their own fortunes and who have 
buildea piles of large dimensions. 

If you have a snippy nose, the physiog- 
nomists will tell you, there is no use for you 
to try and make a fortune. It is not in you. 
The men who possess great financiering gen- 
ius possess strong and prominent nasal organs, 
with prominent bridges, noses of aquiline 
type, like an eagle’s beak. It is not a ques- 
tion of nationality at all, but of character, 
and the yon at Jay Gould’s funeral—a 
very typical one—proved that the physiog- 
nomists are right. 

The nose of Jay Gould himself was preémi- 
nently a “‘moneymaking nose, and in the 
coffin its characteristics showed even more 
markedly than in life. It was clean cut and 
finely chiseled, and showed strong courage 
and inflexible purpose in its possessor. 

But in the room there were a score of noses 
just as noone and fuil of the power of uisi- 
tion. Russell Sage has the moneymaking 
nose, though it is not so finely modeled as was 
that of his dead friend. Austin Corbin’s nasal 
organ is as full of strength asa locomotive. 
Henry Clews has the eagle’s beak, but it is 
somewhat more delicately chiseled and indi- 
cates more generous traits of character.

ENGLISH VIEW OF AMERICAN FARMERS. 


A Gloomy and Much Overdrawn Picture, 
of His Situation, 

William Maitland in the Nineteenth Century: 
The American farmer pays no rent, but asa 
rule he pays a much worse thing—interest on 
his mortgage. Farmers are often unable to 
pay the interest when it is due, and too often 
it has to be added to the principal and then 
wiped out by a further loan at a higher rate of 
interest. In bad seasons the American farmer 
has no landlord to share the loss with him. 

The American farmer certainly does not 
live well unless a diet of salt pork and beans 
nearly all the year round can be called good 
living. This diet he shares with his work- 
men, who, as a rule, live with him. Meals are 
cooked by his wife and family, who do all the 
washing, baking, etc., and hard as an Ameri- 
can tarmer works the women of his family 
probably work even harder. He works with 
his men and generally harder than any of 
them, for he has the impending mortgage ever 
before his eyes. The wages he has to pay are 
out of all proportion to his own expenditures, 
being necessarily regulated by the wages paid 
in protected industries in the neighboring 
towns, witha little added to induce the men 
to come into the dullness of the country. For 
everything he buys he has to pay a protected 
price. Ragged, or at leaet patched, he stands 
alone, the one unprotected man in America. 

While we have been wrangling over the 
question it seems to have escaped our notice 
that Mr. Henry George's single-tax theory is 
in full operation in the United States and still 
the millennium has not yet arrived. The 
whole of the taxation falls on the land—in 
other words, on the farmers who own the 
land, and the result 1s the impending insol- 
vency of the whole of the agricultural 
classes throughout the country. Other 
classes, being protected, can afford 
to pay protected rices. The price 
the farmer gets for his product is not 
fixed by the cost of production in his own pro- 
tected country, but by the price obtained for 
the surplus he has to export and sell in a 
foreign market in coropetition with India, 
Australia, Canada, Russia, and every export- 
ing country. Thus nearly every year leaves 
him deeper in debt than the preceding year, 
while his land deteriorates for want of ma- 
nure until it is nearly worn out, and about ten 
bushels of wheat, to the acre is consideted a 
fair average as against over thirty in this 
country. 

The apathy and ignorance of the farming 
community in America are simply marvel- 
ous. It ought to be the most powerful, as it 
is the most numerous, class. But they are 
now beginning to see that they cannot sup- 
port all the rest of the community, and are 
getting anxious. Perhaps the most ignorant 
organization to which the dissatisfaction gave 
rise is the Farmers Alliance, Its panacea for 
all the ills of the farmer is the free coinage of 
unlimited silver and the issue of paper money 
by the government direct, to the farmer, on 
the security of his land and non-perishable 
products, at 2 per cent interest. 

The election of Mr. Cleveland and the free, 
or at least freer, trade which will be thereby 
secured is the only hopé for the American 
farmer, and which can save him and the rest 
of the country from a great financial catas- 
trophe, the like of which has never been ex- 
perienced before in any country.

Admiral Gherardi and His Officers Warm- 
, ly Received at Santiago.

A correspondent at Montevideo telegraphs 
that the revolutionary sentiment in Rio 
Grande do Sul is subsiding.

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WARNER SAYS CONTAGION WILL Fol- 
LOW THE SWEATING SYSTEM. 


Result of the Investigations of the Com- 
mittee of Congress Conditions sur- 
York, and Boston—Moral Rectitude of 
the Men end. Women Working Under 
‘the System—No Authority to Consider 

Wasurnerom, Dy C., Dec. AM. —Representa- 
tive Warner of New York, the Chairman of 
the subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Manufactures, Dart was directed to in- 
quire into the sweating system, has just ro- 
turned to Washington after a thorough in- 
vestigation of the work of the system in 
the cities of New York, „and Boston. 
Being asked how the of New York 
compared with that of the other cities Mr. 
Warner said: 

They are so similar as to be scarcely dis- 
tinguishable, except as modified by the differ- 
ent conditions of the several cities, 

Situation in Chicago. 

“In Chicago, for example, this sweating 
business is carried on in quarters where the 
streets are practically bottomless and the build- 
ings are rotten ahd disgusting, as well as in- 
adequate and unfitted for human occupants, 
These buildings are generally frame and two 
stories in height, with basements, generally 
below the sidewalk. H@pce there is nothing like 
that possibility of crowding that tnere would 
be were those quarters more closely and sub- 
stantially built up. The conditions of the 
sweating industry there, however, are as dis- 
gusting and the liavility to contagious and 
epidemic diseases as great as in New York. 
in Boston the industry seems to be carried on 
almost exclusively in extremely old but fairly 
substantial buildings in the most crowded 
quarters: so that while the municipal condi- 
tions are: better, the result is an even greater 
— to contagion in the more limited area 
covered, 

In New York the streets are, as a whole, 
much better paved and cared for than in Chi- 
cago, and much more spacious and afford 
more breathing room than in Boston. While 
the tenements in New York are, on the one 
hand, far more like human hives than those 
in Chicago and Boston, they are more recent- 
ly and solidly built and therefore, on the 
average, much less squalid and uncom forta- 
ble. The human conditions are practically 
identical, and the general result varies only 
by essential local conditions. 

Willing to Co-Operate, 

„What do you find to be the attitude of the 
local authorities? was Asked. 

“One of prompt cbOperation in every case 
and one of frank admission that the evil was 
beyond their power to handle. 

„As to dangerous contagion there is equally 
little distinction. In Chicago we saw the 
scariet-fever signs up where the sweat- 
ing system had been carried on and in a 
neighborhood where it was still being prose- 
cuted, In Boston we stambled into proximity 
with the disease in a room where the house- 
hold manufacturing of clothing was going on. 
lt was not occupied by the same family, but 
it opened upon the same corridor. In New 
York one of the most typical instances was 
where we found poor wretches working under 
the most filthy conditions at 10 o’clock Sun- 
day night, when in the next block to them 
typhus had broken out only last summer. 

„The members of the committee arrived 
here yesterday, continued Mr. Warner, and 
expect that they will complete taking the tes- 
timony today, and then it will make its report 
at the earliest possible moment.”’ 

„What is the general result of your investi- 
gation?’ was the next question. 

No Proof of Immorality. 


„% We have,”’ replied Mr. Warner, verified, 
not merely as instances, but as a general con- 
dition, the worst that has been alleged. But, 
with one exception, we have no proof of im- 
morality, and, speaking for myself. I have the 
greatest respect for the manliness and the 
womanliness of the persons employed. From 
the testimony taken we tind repeated instances 
where at 9and 10 o’clock at night the — 
tives were still continuing their work. They 
had begun their work at 5 or @ a. m., and the 
so-called sweater or boss worked along with 
them, bringing work for them the next morn- 
ing. It was not unusual to find eight or ten 
people with their machines crowded intoa 
twelve by ten foot room. In the majority of 
cases the living’ room of a family was con- 
nected with the shop, and garments finished 
and unfinished were scattered about indis- 
criminately. 

Of child labor I personally saw but few 
instances, but I did gee alittle girl about 8 
years of age at 9:30 iff the evening dragging 
along a bundle which she was physically un- 
able to carry and acting asa human express 
for the transfer of goods. Children in every 
condition of filth and health swarmed in most 
of thé shops. In the last one we visited every 
one had gone except two worn-out fellows, 
who had made a pile of the bundies of goods 
ready to be made up, upon which, without 
bedclothes, me! proposed to sleep without 
change of the filthy condition of their persons 
or their clothes. The ‘sweater’ and the 
‘sweated’ perfectly agreed as to the miser- 
ably low wages paid.“ 

The subcommittee of the House Manu- 
factures committee, which is investigating the 
sweating system, this morning gave a hearing 
to several witnesses from Brooklyn aud New 
York. It was shown conclusively by the wit- 
nesses today that the evil was not diminishing 
in any of the large clothitig centers with the 
exception of Boston, where the State laws have 
been so effectively enforced as to lessen it to 
a great extent, 

*hiladelphia and Cincinnati were stated to 
be the great centers of the country where the 
system was most prevalent and where the con- 
ditions were most unfatorable from a sani- 
tary standpoint.

Mr. Doane is a fancier of fine horses and in 
the stable at his residence has a half-dozen of 
valuable animals, The tails of all of these 
horses are considerably abbreviated. Last 
June Mr. Doane had among his horses two 
animals whose long tails were an eyesore, if 
not to Mr. Doane, at least to the sphinx whose 
duty it was to hold the reins. ut the law 
said flowing tails should be the fashion and 
the Humane Society was arguseyed. It was 
tinally decided, however, that the obnoxious 
tails must go. Whether the coachman did it 
of bis own volition or not cannot at this time 
be said, as there are several stories told of 
how it happened. The fact, however, remains 
that one night last June the horses were 
driven into the stable with their tails mtact 
and when they appeared again the next morn- 
ing there were flies on them, their stum py 
tails worked like the ears of a jackrabbit do- 
ing time in the face of a sand-storm. 

_It was several days before the Humane So- 
ciety discovered that its new law had been 
trifled with. 

A certain mysterious man known as Young 
is said to be the man who first brought the in- 
formation to the society. Officers were sent 
out to gather definite information in order 
that the society might proceed against the 
offenders. They found that the charge was 
true, and that the operation was performed 
by Laddy. When the society was ready to 
begin progecution Young disappeared, and 
the officers experienced more difficulty in 
locating him than they had in securing evi- 
dence. In fact he could not be found, and 
the case was abandoned for the time. Mr. 
Shortall then left for Europe and did not re- 
turn until late last fall. Operations were re- 
sumed upon his return, and by dint of long 
and patient search they finally secured what 
was considered sufficient to begin action. 
Warrants were then sworn out in. Justice 
Bradwell’s court for the arrest of Messrs. 
Doane and Laddy. 

Mr. Shortall said yesterday regarding the 


case: 

We propose to carry the case through to 
the end, It is the first case that has come up 
under the law passed by the last Legislature, 
but .i¢ will probably not be the last, as we 
are going to prosecute every one whom we 
find docking their horses’ tails, providing 
we can secure evidence sufficient to convict. 
It is rather difficult to get the necessary evi- 
dence, but we shail do all we ean. There are 
many horses in the city with docked tails, but 
numbers of them were cut off before the law 
went into effect, and many are brought here 
from other places with their tails already 
docked. In such cases, of course, we can do 
nothing; but we will keep close watch for any 
one who does it in this State. 

It is a most barbarous custom, and one 
which no civilized community should tolerate. 
It is not only cruel, but in my opinion it dis- 
figures a horse. It is the fashion among a 
certain set who ape English habits, but I am 
sure the thinking class is opposed to it. While 
the horses are owned by rich men who look 
carefully after them, keep them blanketed so 
that they will not be worried to death by flies 
and other insects, the practice does not appear 
so harsh, but there comes a time when the 
horses outlive their usefulness to their rich 
owners, and are sold to hucksters, express- 
men, and others of that class. Then begins a 
life of agony for the poor beasts. They are 
set upon by all sorts of insects that bite and 
sting, driving them nearly frantic. There is 
where the cruelty comet in especially. 

As regards Mr. Doane’s case | understand 
that his horse’s tails were docked by order of 
his coachman through some misunderstanding 
of his instructions. I don't think that Mr. 
Doane would knowingly break the law. But 
it will all come out at the hearing. Some one 
is responsible, and he must pay penalty of 
his act. 

Mr. Doane declined to be interviewed, say- 
ing that he had no doubt that Mr. Shortall 
could give all the information in the case, 
Laddy was brought into court yesterday after- 
2 — released ou bonds furnished by H.

FROM GROVER OLEVELAND. 


The President-Elect Wishes the Speaker to 
Understand That He Is Not Pleased 
with the Reform Club’s Action—Where- 


damus Case in—Political News. 


Wasutneror, D. C., Dec. 21.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Cleveland’s right hand has had an inter- 
view with Speaker Crisp. At the National 
Capital it isn’t necessary to state that the right 
hand is Don Dickinson, but the rest of the 
country may not be aware of it. Mr. Dickin- 
son, during his three days’ stay in Washing- 
ton, has repeatedly admitted that he bears 
this relation tothe President-elect. Vilas is 
only a left arm. 

Dickinson’s interview with Crisp this morn- 
ing caused some talk because of his frank ad- 
mission that he was here as Mr. Cleveland’s 
personal representative, big with important 
party secrets, It is understood that he con- 
veyed to the Speaker courteous assurances of 
Mr. Cleveland’s distinguished cunsiderat,on. 
It may be recalled that Speaker Crisp was to 
call on Cleveland in New York, but after the 
Reform club snub he came away without so 
much as leaving his card tor the President- 
elect. Now, it is stated, Dickinson explained 
to Speaker Crisp how utterly disgusted Cleve- 
land was with the Reform club’s bad man- 
ners, and he further consulted with the Speak- 
er regarding the tariff policy of tne party. 

The probability of an extra session would 
naturally be discussed. Crisp has been in 
favor of an extra session in March or April, 
so that the opposition to him could not organ- 
ize. But on this point he will naturally de- 
fer tu Cleveland if the President-elect isn’t 
going to give aid and comfort to the opposi- 
tion. All he asks is that Cleveland keep his 
hands off. With that understanding he will 
be perfectly willing to use his influence to 
keep down the extra session sentiment until 
W or October. 

Speaker’s friends are elated over Dick- 
inson’s seeking out Mr. Crisp. They say it is 
a notice that Mr. Cleveland 3 no sympathy 
with the enemies of the Speaker. They de- 
clare that Mr. Crisp's attitude regarding turiff 
legislation is satisfactory to Cleveland, and 
that the Speaker and the President-elect are 
now in full accord. The Mills faction look 
black, but say nothing. 


Coy Don Dickinson. 


Mr. Dickinson returned to New York this 
afternoon to report to the President-elect. 
Confidentially his friends know that he may 
change his mind about not coming to Wash- 
ington and conclude tg take a seat in the Cab- 
inet, which won't be at the foot of the table. 
He doesn’t want his old place as Postmaster- 
General, and he thinks the position of Attor- 
ney-General oughtto go to the South. But he 
might take the State Department or the Navy. 
Something will depend on Senator Carlisie. 
If Carlisle concludes to become Secretary of 
the Treasury there will be a shifting of other 

itions, and Dickinson may have to take the 
nterior Department. Carlisle's friends, how- 
ever, insist that he will not leave the Senate 
to enter Cleveland’s Cabinet, though he has 
been given to understand that the President- 
elect wants him at the head of the Treasury 
Department. There is nothing in the talk 
about Representative M. D. Harter of Ohio 
for that place. 

Representative Clinton Babbittof Wiscon- 
sin announces that his friends are free to urge 
him for Secretary of Agriculture. It is need- 
less to say that he doesn’t make this announce- 
ment with the approval of Senator Vilas. In 
spite of all that is said to the contrary, Sen- 
ator Vilas doesn’t want a Wisconsin man in 
the Cabinet, whether it be Chairman E. C, 
Wall, Representative Babbitt, Mitchell, or 
any other Badger. What he does want is to 
elect his business partner, John H. Knight, to 
the Senate. Knight would be the mere 
shadow of Vilas, while Gen. Bragg or most 
anybody else would insist on getting out from 
the shadow.

Since the ap- 
pointment of the Democratic steering com- 
mittee, composed of Senators Brice, Gorman, 
and Carlisie, Washington has been overrun 
with Western Democrats who had deals where- 
by the Legislatures of Montana, Wyoming, 
Nebraska, and Kansas could be captured and 
Demozratic Senators slipped in under the 
wing of the Populists.

When Brice took his colleagues over to 
New York the other day in his luxurious 
private cartheir mission was to get some 
premises from Mr. Cleveland. They didn’t 
succeed. Cleveland absolutely refused to 
make any pledges. He wants the next Sen- 
ate to be contrulled by the Democrats, but he 
is afraid that the kind of Democrats who will 
be secured by trading off patronage would not 
be straight-out party men. Cleveland’s Wall 
street friends have warned him that me alli- 
ance of the Western Democrats with the Pop- 
ulists is bound to hurt the party,in the East. 
and the less he has to do with fuSion the bet- 
ter it will be for his adininistration. 

The Senatorial committee came back to 
Washington and reported to the spoils seekers 
that they could do nothing. This class, how- 
ever, was not to beso easily put off. They 
have hung about Brice and Gorman until 
these two representatives of Democracy are 
disgusted. Some of the visitors have also 
been to see Dave Hill, for he can give points 
on stealing Legislatures that discount any- 
thing known in that line. The Nebraska fel- 
lows have made themselves the worst nui- 
sances. Gov. Boyd has had his private secre- 
tary and Judge Ugden here setting up the pins 
kor him.

Contest in Kansas Commenced. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec, 21.—Judge W. C. Webb, at- 
torney for the Populists, today commenced pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court to contest the 
election of five Republicans to the Legislature.

Then they 
will ask to delay the hearing, it is said, until after 
the Legislature is organized, and once having ob- 
tained the organization of the House it will of 
course make no erence how the cases are 
decided. 


What the Result in Nebraska Means. 

Wasarneton, D. C., Dec. 21.—Representative 
Bryan of Nebraska, speaking of the decision yes- 
terday of the Supreme Court of his State in the 
Nebraska election eases, said the decision insured 
an anti-Republican majority in both Houses. 
“The Democratic editors of Nebraska, he said, 
“have just been in session, and they resolved 
against any union of the Democrats and Repub- 
licans on any question, or in fact for any purpose.

The Count in Montana. 

HELENA, Mont., Dec. 21.—The official canvass 
of the vote of Montana shows the highest Harri- 
son Elector got a plurality ot 1,270 over 
the highest Cleveland Elector; Harrison polled 
18.851 votes; Cleveland, 17,581; Weaver, 7,334. The 
Republicans elect Hartman to Congress by 172 
plurality and the entire State ticket except Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court— Pemberton, Dem- 
ocratic, beating Blake, Republican. The Repub- 
lican pluralities on the balance of the State ticket 
range from 500 to 2,700, 


PHASES OF VIVISECTION DISCUSSED. 


J. G. Shortall Suggests Legislation on the 
Matter Before the Evolution Club. 

Vivisection in its various phases was thesub- 
ject discussed at the meeting of the Evolution 
club held at the Leiand Hotel last night. The 
nervous and mental aspects of vivisec- 
tion were treated of by Dr S8. B. 
Clevenger, while Dr. Bayard Holmes 
told of its use. Prof. H. McDonaldson 
of the University of Chicago spoke of it as an 
aid to medical science. The only man who 
entered a protest against vivisection was J. G. 
Shortall, President of the IIlinois Humane 
Society, and his protest was strong and un- 
compromising. Having set forth at length 
what he described as the cruel and infamous 
experiments made by the vivisector he de- 
clared that the law should step in to prevent 
at least unnecessary pain being inflicted on 
helpless animals, The charges he insisted 
upon were as follows: 

Kirst, that demonstrations in all already 
well established facts should be prohibited 
under severe penalties. Segondly, that only 
such persons should be permitted to oper- 
ate as have obtained such proficiency 
in surgery as would entitle them to 
practice. Thus all mere students would 
be barred out and denied the right 
on any pretense to indiscriminate infliction of 
pain or indiscriminate life-taking. He held 
that it was not necessary that a man should 
be a heartless, cruel brute in order to be a 
skillful surgeon or physician. Thirdly, he 
would have all operating-rooms in which the 
lower animals were vortured licensed, and 
the doors of such operating-rooms should be 
free of access at ali times to Humane officers 
acting in the discharge of their duties. 


Statement from William F. Cowham. 


JACKSON, Mich., Dec. 21.—{Editor of The Trip- 
une. |—I observe in the telegraphic reports this 
morning the statement concerning the commence- 
ment of the trial of the Cowham cases, to which I 
take exception. Your correspondent states that 
Cowham failed in August for about $250,000. This 
is not a correct statement of the facts. I have 
never failed in any sense for that or any other 
amount, and it seems only proper that Tun Trip- 
UNE, with its usual fairness, afford me space for 
this correction. : 

In August suits were commenced against me 
without cause, by replevin and attachment, by 
nearly all of my creditors, and my entire stock 
was practically seized by the Sheriff on writs, 
and has since been tied up and beyond my con- 
trol. At that time I did not owe a dollar, then 
due, to any one. During a business career of 
twenty-five years in this city, in which I have 
done $300,000 of business per annum at times, no 
obligation of mine was ever permit to go to 
protest, and I was never sued before in my life, 
nor was I ever called upon to give an indorser in 
bank or elsewhere. 

The triai of the cases now in progress will, I be- 
lieve, disclose the facts that the statement I here 
make is exactly true, and I object strenuously to 
any misstatement of the facts from which any 
other inference can be drawn in advance of a 
judicial determination of this question.

Company Being Organized to Build the 
Largest Distillery in the World at 
South Milwaukee—Eastern Wholesalers 
Decide to Boycott the Trust—They Take 
Initiatory Steps Toward an Independ- 
ent Organization—Sluggish Sales on the 
Stock Market—More Gold to Be Shipped. 

Mit wann, Wis., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—A 
company is being organized here with a capi- 
tal stock of $500,000 to build the biggest dis- 
tillery in the country. It is to be an anti- 
trust distillery and will probably be located 
at South Milwaukee, A number of Milwau- 
kee wholesale whisky dealers are interested in 
the new company, but the bulk of the stock 
has been taken by outside capivaliste. The 
people who are the leading spirits in the en- 
terprise are said to be Pekin, III., distillers, 
who arenow in the city arranging details. 
A number of Eastern capitalists are also in- 
terested. Of the $500,000 capital, $486,000 has 
already been subscribed. The company will 
build a plant with a capacity of 12,000 bushels 
of corn per day, which means 48,000 gallons 
of spirits a day. The plant will cost $300,000, 
A site for the distillery is said to have been se- 
cured at South Milwaukee. The incorpora- 
tion papers have been drawn, and will he filed 
in afew days. P. R. Carroll, who is with G. 
Winner, a Milwaukee wholesaler, is conduct- 
ing the negotiations for the syndicate, and it 
is understood that he will be the general 
manager of the company. 

H. J. Killilea is the legal representative of 
the new company. When asked concerning 
the project he refused to talk except to say 
that it was true that a company was forming 
with a large capital to build a big distillery 
here. He would not say who was interested 
in the company. 


WHOLESALERS OPPOSE THE TRUST. 


New York Men Will Resist the Methods of 
the Combination, 

New York, Dec. 21.—The wholesale liquor 
dealers will fight the whisky trust. 

New York buyers have fired the first gun. 
The trust’s action in increasing the price of 
whisky 15 cepts a galion and the expense of 
its speculative operations have brought mat- 
ters to aclimax. The wholesale dealers of 
New York will boycott the trust, operate dis- 
tilleries to supply their own needs, and at- 
tempt to secure the codperation of dealers in 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and other 
cities in releasing the trade from the grip of 
the mono gene has plied screws only too 
often. The holesale Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation held a meeting this afternoon at No. 
56 New street, which was well attended by 
members of the trade generally. Col. Charles 
McK, Leosner presidud. 

H. M. Koehler, the Broad street importer, 
ovened the attack on the trust. He said: 

The time to act has come. The trade was 
aroused in opposition to the trust two years 
ago. Now we have new proof that we must 
protect ourselves. The trade must supply ite 
own demands and depend no longer upon a 
few Western capitalists. They have raised the 
price 15 cents a galion, expecting, without 
doubt, to make further demands when it 
pleases them. Quite likely they will abolish 
the rebates next. They ve us in 
their power. The trade in New York 
is wealthy. Why should we be dictated 
to by a few Western men? They 
will grow richer while we grow poorer. We 
must combine. Let us discover if the 
trade here is at last ready for action, not 
words, We can build distilleries for our- 
selves. What if we do have to wait a little 
while? Trade after New Year’sis dull, you 
know. In thirty days we can be ready for 
them. Then we will have our own product 
and let the trust do as it can. We can build 
two or three distilleries if we need them. 
There is plenty of capital. I can find a mill- 
ion in no time, but we want it to come from 
the trade. We want the dealers themselves to 
build the distilleries they need. After that 
there will be no more talk of trust. Idon’t 
want to hear any more of trust while I am in 
the business.” 

It was decided to appoint a committee of 
eleven to devise a scheme for carrying out the 
suggestions outlined by Mr. Koehler, its ap- 
pointment to be left to the Board of Trugtees 
of the Whulesale Liquor Dealers’ Association. 
Mr. Koehler’s motion, giving the committee 

wer to arrange for the erection or leasing 
of distilleries to fight the trust, was then car- 
ried unanimously. 

D. Stern advocated codperation with the 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ Association, but the 
Chairman turned him down on Mr. Koehler’s 
point of order. After several attempts to re- 
vive the suggestion had been made it was de- 
cided that the committee to be appointed 
should notify the trade generally concerning 
the action decided upon and ask for sugges- 
tions and general coéperation. 

The general meeting then adjourued and the 
trustees of the association met to select a 
committee. The trustees present were Will- 
iam A. Tyler, David M.. Koehler, George 
Duval. R. A. Greacon, Col. C. McK. Leoser 
Leon Rheinstrom, L. R. Eisenberger. and 
Franklin Walden. 

D. M. Koehler was appointed Chairman of 
the committee selected. The names of its 
members will be made public Friday. 

Situation on the Stock Market. 


The stock market halted again today, the re- 
eovery of yesterday having been too sharp to 
please many operators. Money was not 
active, but rates, while lower, were still stiff, 
the majority of loans being made at 7 per 
cent. The foreign exchange market was also 
firm and several drawers advanced the rates. 
It is not thought that more goid will be 
shipped this week, but the exchange marke? 
indicates that the movement may be resumed 
next week. There was quite a heavy falling 
off in the volume of business. Distilling and 
cattle feeding and Chicago Gas were still the 
leaders in point of activity and both closed 
lower, the former & and the latter 1°¢ points. 
It is now generally conceded that one of the 
members of the Chicago Gas sold out 
his holdings at the high prices which pre- 
vailed before the recent break. 

The decision of the Chicago court against 
the whisky trust in the matter of rebates, per- 
haps, caused some weakness in distilling and 
cattle feediny, but it is not thought that it will 
do good in the face of other precedents. The 
decision will, of. course, be appealed from. 
Another depressing incident was the reported 
formation of new companies for the manu- 
facture of spirits in opposition to the commis- 
sion. Sugar wasfirm in the morning, but 
went off in the afternoon and ciosed un- 
changed. The old industrials were, as a rule, 
fractionally lower. 


SECRETARY HENNESSY IS SKEPTICAL, 


Does Not Put Much Faith in the Reported 
New Distillery at Milwaukee, 

P. J. Hennessy, Secretary of the whisky 
trust, said last night that he could not see 
wherein the trust could be interested in the 
report of a new distillery at Milwaukee. He 
had met P. R. Carroll several times. He was 
atraveling salesman for G. Winner, who had 
nothing whatever todo with the trust. He 
did not know of any Pekin, III., or Eastern 
capitalists likely to go imto such a venture. 
Mr. Hennessy said: : 

It takes a long time to build a distillery, 
I see nothing alarming in the report.“ 

„Can a distillery be built for $300,000 which 
will turn out 48,000 gallons of whisky a day?“ 

No. I venture to say a distillery with that 
capacity could not be built for $1,000,000.”’ 

„ Would the extensive manufacture of alco- 
hol and spirits outside the trust affect the sta- 
bility of that corporation!“ 

„ do not see how it could. We think, with 
our improved machinery and the Takemine 
process of distillation, we can make alcohol 
and apirits cheaper than any one else. This 
would give us a material ad vantage, 

Does the trust control the whisky market, 
Mr. Hennessy?’ 

„By uo means. A at deal of whisky is 
made in Kentucky, and we have nothing to do 
with Kentucky whisky. Our product is prin- 
cipally alcohol and spirits. Of course we 
make the largest amount of this.”’

In the Eastern Hospital are 508 
natives and 386 patients of foreign birth. The 
totals are not given in the reports of the other

There are altogetherin the four hospitals 
510 farmers, 497 domestica, 407 unskilled 
laborers, and 115 merchants. The Eastern 
Hospital gives the number of“ professional 
patients as thirty-one, while the other institu- 
tions show six physicians, six clergymen. and 
two lawyers.

KEITH ABDUCTION CASE ENDED, 


Defendant Discharged Because Witnesses 
Could Not Be Secured—Story of the Case. 
St. Paul., Minn., Dec. 21.—/Special.]—In 

the Lyon County Court at Marshall, Minn., 

today the famous Keith abduction case was 
dismissed, the State being unable to secure 
the witnesses. 

This case has been before the court for 
the last two years and caused a sensation, 
especially in Grand Army circles. Wesley 
Keith came to Lyon County from-Cherry Val- 
ley, IIl., about ten years ago and it is said he 
started in with $10,000 cash, the gift of his 
father. He bought farming lands extensively 
and increasing values enhanced his means. 

James Greenslitt, an old soldier and mem- 
ber of Marshall Post of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, died leaving a widow 
daughter. Keith became intimate with the 
family and is accused of having assaulted the 
little girl of 10 years. The mother was poor 
and appealed to the Grand Army to prosecute 
Keith. Keith was arrested, waived examina- 
tion, was bound over to the District Court, 
and indicted by the grana jury. Mrs. 
Greenslitt was weak minded and Keith, 
it is said, gained control of i her 
and spirited mother and daughteraway. The 
Grand Ariny committee found them at Pelican 
Rapids and induced their return. But Keith 
soon had them in his grip again and sent them 
to Dakota. Again the Grand Army found and 
returned the witnesses, but court hav ad- 
journed they were bound over till the follow- 
ing term. 

A few days previous to the second term of 
court, while the witnesses were in Redwood 
County, presumably concealed from Keith, 
they were again svirited away, and again the 
case was continued. The witnesses had been 
taken to Evansville, Ind., the new home of 
Keith. Before the next term of court the Grand 
Army committee succeeded in bringing the 
witnesses from Evansville and the case was 
tried, Keith being convicted and sentenced to 
five years in the State prison. The Supreme 
Court ordered a new trial, Before the trial the 
witnesses were again carried to Evansville, 
where they have since remained, and as there 
is no legal method of securing witnesses from 
beyoad the State it was necessary for Judge 
Webber to dismiss the case on the appearance 
of Keith at this term of court. 

While Keith escapes a term in prison, he 
has lost every dollar of his wealth, largely 
spent in this case, andis now manager of a 
bus line at Evansville, Ind, This was his 
second indictment for abducting a child, the

Williams, at a salary of $2,700 a year. 
some time there has been a good deal of fric- 
tion in the department, and complaints of ill- 
treatment by Mr. Des Granges were constant- 
ly made by the employés under him as well as 
by those of other departments. It was said 
that he was domineering and discourteovs 
and that he treated the men under him badly. 
On one occasion Chief Engineer Williams de- 
sired a certain map and sent a request for it 
to Mr. Ves Granges. The latter refused to 
honor the request until certain formalities 
had been gone through with, although ..he 
chief engineer’s need of the map was urgent. 
Finally the friction between Mr. Des Granges 
and the men under him became so great that 
Chief Engineer Williams asked for his resigna- 
tion. Mr. Des Granges refused to resign, and 
hence the chief engineer, on the advice of 
President Wenter, was forced to ask that his 
assistant be removed. The request for dis- 
missal was a surprise to the majority of the 
board, and au attempt was made by Messrs. 
Cooley and Eckhart to refer the matter to the 
Engineering committee, or at least postpone 
action for one week, but they failed. 
Wenter Upholds Williams. 


In the diecussions upon the matter Presi- 
dent Wenter called Dr. Gilmore to the Chair 
and upheld the action of the Chief Engineer 
in a vigorous speech, in which he said that un- 
der Mr. Des Granges the drafting department 
had become thor ughly demoralized. 

„Mr. Des Granges felt so secure in his posi- 
tion. he said, and evidently thought his 
backmg was so strong that he could do as he 
pleased and to acertain extent ignore the 
Chief Engineer. The board should uphold 
the Chief Engineer in maintaining discipline 
in the engineering department.“ 

Mr. Cooley was equally vigorous in demand 
ing that the matter be referred to the Engi- 
neering committee so that Mr. Des Granges 
might be given a hearing. He said: Mr. 
Des Granges has been an employé of the 
board almost continuously since it was organ- 
ized and is as efficient an engineer as has ever 
been in its employ. Under the rules of the 
board the matter should have been considered 
first by the Engineering com mittee.”’ 

Mr. Eckhart also thought the board should 
not take summary action, but finally voted to 
sustain the engineer, Mr. Cooley only voting 
against the dismissal, and also being the only 
one to vote against the appoigtment of Edgar 
Williams. 

Mr. Cooley asked leave to change his vote 
that he might move a reconsideration at its 
next meeting. “It was a most summary 
action, he said, and will no doubt be fol- 
lowed by others of the same kind.”’ 

Edgar Williams, the new appointee, was Mr. 
Cooley’s assistant engineer when he was 
Engineer-in-Chief in the first days of the 
board, and continued in the same capacity 
under Engineers Worthen and Artingstall.

Three plans were set before the board 
as soon as the session began. Com- 
missioner Allen and others wanted each sep- 
arate bid read seriatim. Commissioner Em- 
erich desired that the bids be opened by the 
President, the time of the breaking of the seal 
noted by two clerks, and that they then be 
sent to the Superintendent of Public Service 
for tabulation. Mr. Green and others, includ- 
ing President Edmanson, wanted the old plan 
ot the former board continued. 

The reading of the bids on dry goods went 
on, interrupted every now and then by a con- 
vert to one of the other plansin an endeavor 
to get it adopted. The time necessary for the 
reading of the bids was shown when oue bid 
had been finished and Commissioner Emer- 
ich’s plan was adopted as regards the offers on 
boots and shoes, ciothing, and flour. 

At 2 o’clock the board had to meet again 
to open the bids on groceries. Twenty rep- 
resentatives of the wholesale houses had 
gathered to see their bids opened as hereto- 
fore. When they learned of the pew plan they 
appointed Graeme Stewart as their spokesman 
and appeared before the board in a body to 
protest. Mr. Stewart denounced the new 
method, declaring it cumbersome and that it 
opened the doors to boodling methods in that 
bids might be substituted between the time 
they were opened by the board and the Super- 
intendent of Publie Service tabulated therm. 
He declared, too, that it worked a great in- 
justice to the bidders on account of the fluct- 
uations of the market. Wheu a man could 
make a figure at 2 o’clock and know at 2: 
that he had a contract he could immediately 
goon the market and buy enough to fill his 
contract, but if he haa to wait days or even 
hours before he knew he had the contract the 
price by that time might have advanced 
so that the contract could be filled only at a 
loss. If the board was going to change its 
methods, he declared, the grocerymen would 
withdraw their bids. ä 

Commissioner Emerich then told the grocers 
to take back their bids if they chose. 

No one industry controls this great city, 
he said. If Chicago grocerymen will not 
sell us goods we can buy outside. The coun- 
try is large enough. When a man is men- 
tioned for Com missioner of this city the name 
stinks in the nostrils of all honest men in the 
county. Why? Because of the manipulation 
of contracts in the past. Manipulation means 
boodle.”’ 

He renewed his motion covermg his plan. 
Commissioner Green offered his method as a 
substitute. Both motions were lost by a tie 
vote. 

On Com missioner Emerich’s motion the vote 
was reversed. Commissioner Cool was ab- 
sent. The situation was now serious. The 
grocerymen withdrew their bids. To get 
others it was necessary to advertise. That 
takes time and the contracts for supplies run 
out Jan. 1. There was a prospect that on that 
date the county institutiops would be without 
groceries. 

Com missioner Hoffman offered a way out of 
the difficulty by moving that the plan of the 
old board be followed for this time only. 
Every member except Commissioners O' Con- 
nel] and Panoch voted for it. 

Commissioner Emerich’s plan is the cor- 
rect one,” said a county official who has 
been doing business with the board for nearly 
ten years.

As formally winding up all the charges pre- 
ferred in connection with the investigation of 
Exposition officials in regard to the concession 
the Executive committee at its meeting yes- 
terday adopted a set of resolutions. After 
tellmg how the investigating committee was 
organized the resolutions say: 

That the conclusions of your committee, from 
the testimony heard, are that there is not the 
slightest basis in fact for any statement, iasinua- 
tion, or innuendo that any of the members of the 
Ways and Means cominittee, or any director, 
officer, or employé of the World's Columbian Ex- 
position is or has been in the remotest degree. 
either directly or indirectly, interested in the 
granting or refusing of any concession either 
granted or refused by said committee. The 
members of the entire directory as well as those 
composing the Ways and eans committee 
are among the best known and most 
reputable business men in the city. 
They give their intelligence and valuable time to 
the Exposition witbout fee or reward; and their 
conduct, as shown by the evidence, is such as to 
deserve the approval not only of alf the stock- 
uolders but of every eiten interested in the suc- 
cess of the Exposition. 

So apparent was it that the rumors which 
found expression to some extent in the public 
press, and which were insinuated in the charges 
filed with the committee, were wholly untrue, 
that the members of the labor organizations 
themsélves became entirely satisfied and honor- 
ably withdrew all such charges or insinuations. 

On consideration of testimony of several of the 
Ways and Means committee who have had expe- 
rience for the last eight months in the granting 
of concessions for the Worid’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion. your committee is unanimously of the 
opinion that it is in many instances not wise to 
advertise for bids for concessions to be granted.

This not so much fer the rea- 
son of better terms to be obtained, for we are not

Something About Conkey. 


So much has been said about W. B. Conkey 
that public interest has been excited. Twenty 
years ago there tramped into Chicago a lad of 
14 years with little clothing and no money. 
He was young Conkey. He didn’t pow where 
to secure a meal, but be was willing to work. 
Adry goods firm gave him a position ata 
nominal salary, which enabled bim to secure 
board and lodgmg. He didn’t like the posi- 
tion he held and shortly afterwards learned 
the business of type-setti beginning iu the 
office of R. R. Donnelley. r. Conkey passed 
through all the gralations of type-setting and 
graduated from the printers’ room to a posi- 
tion as reporter on the morning newspaper 
then known as the Courier. That publication 
passed out of existence years ago, but not be- 
fore Mr. Conkey had passed three years in its 
service. When he left the Courier he went to 
the Hvening News, then controlled by Melville 
E. Stone. Mr. Conkey was engaged in the 
capacity of city circulator for Mr. Stone’s 
ufternoon venture. 

In 1877 Mr. Conkey started in a small way 
a newspaper mailing agency. His office wasn’t 
a big one and he had to do a great deal of 
hustling for patronage. Hie efforts in this 
line necessitated private work in several of 
the morning newspaper offices. In fact, his 
busiest time was at 3 o’clock in the morning, 
when editions of the newspapers were sent out 
from the city. But Mr. Conkey didn’t like 
work st 3 o’clock in the morning, and soon 
started a little book-binding establishment. 
He called it a book bindery, but that title, 
however, was far too dignified for the venture. 
What the proprietor did was to bind certain 
small pamphiets instead of books. Within a 
few years — opened a real book-bindery on 
Dearborn street, While his quarters were 
comparatively ample for the capital in- 
vested, they soon proved to be too small. 
Not having extensive funds at hand he called 
in Mr. Zeese, now a Chicago publisher, and 
the two erected the Franklin Building on 
Dearborn street. Mr. Zeese took two floors 
and Mr. Conkey a like number. But before 
the bookbinder began business in the new 
establishment he engaged two additional 
rooms. Later, with the exception of Mr. 
Zeese, he bought out all the other tenants and 
took the remaining rooms in the building. 
Since that time Mr. Conkey has been uniform- 
ly prosperous. Two years ago bought out 
an entire printing establishment, and a year 
ago last July purchased another—the plant of 
the Illinois Printing and Bindery company. 

Mr. Conkey was born in Sterling, Canada, 
in 1858. He was one of a family of half 
a dozen children, and when his father 
died, leuvmg the mother to care for the chil- 
dren, he resolved to look out for himself and 
managed to reach Chicago. Within twenty 
years he has experienced all the vicissitudes 
of fortune and has now secured from the Ex- 
porition company a concession which de- 
mands $100,000 in cash, a bond for $150,000, a 
certified check for another $10,000, and in- 
volves the payment of u large percentage of 
the gross receipts of his venture.

NO SCARCITY OF GOLD. 


Enough in Montana’s Hills to Supply the 
Country. 

Gen. C. E. Warren of Montana said yester- 
day at the Leland: ~ 

This scare about so much gold leaving the 
country does not frighten residents of Mon- 
tana who know the mineral possibilities of 
the State. Why, Montanacan produce $150,- 
000,000 a year in gold if forced to it. There 
are no less than 5,000 gold properties in the 
State today which have developed sufficiently 
to know that the majority are paying claims. 
From these mines Mon‘ana alone can produce 
gold enough to pay the national debt. While 
we believe ia free and unlimited coinage of 
silver and that this country can consume the 
entire product of silver we admit that if silver 
should go to 60 cents an ounce it would close 
every silver mine in Montana and force our 
miners to turn to gold-miming. 

“T notice that Lillian Russell-elaims she was 
offered a consideration to pose for the Mon- 
tana silver statue and refused. Commissioner 
Bickford assures me that this is notso. Ada 
Rehan was selected for the reason that she 
was considered perfect in all the requirements 
of form and beauty. It is true some jealousy 
exists among Montana women because some 
one from our own State was not selected.“ 


Thomas E. Needles, United States Marshal 
in the Indian Territory, was at the Grand Pa- 
cific yesterday. 

The Oklahoma politicians,” said he, are 
using every weans to persuade the five civil- 
ized natious of Indians in the eastern part of 
the Territory to come into Okiahoma and 
form the nucleus for a State. The Indians do 
not favor the movement, hover, and prefer 
to remain as they are or come into 
Statehood irrespective of Oklahoma. The 
Indian Territory is in a prosperous condition 
today, and outside of Oklahoma has a white 
population of 200,000. Schools and semina- 
ries for the education of Indians are numerous 
and of a high order—in fact, an Indian girl 
who graduates at one of these schools is little 
behind the girls of the East. The intermar- 
riage of whites and Indians is gradually 
changing the race, and some of our ablest 
men are ‘squaw men.’ No country in the 
world has more beautiful women than the 

uarter and sixteenth breeds of the Indian 

ation. They retain just enough of the color- 
ing and fire of the Indian to make a distinct 
type of beauty only found among the five civ- 
ilized nations of the Territory.“

"FAILURE OF A COLORADO CAPITALIST. 


Orlando Metcalf Assigns Because the Elk 
Mountain Road Languished. 

Cotorabo Sprinas, Colo., Dec. 21.— [Spe- 
cial.|—The assignment of Orlando Metcalf, 
President of the Mont Claire Electric Light- 
ing company, created a profound sensation in 
Colorado Springs, where he has lived for many 
years and where he has large interests. He 
has been popularly called many times a mill- 
ionaire. His assets show $500,000, with his 
liabilities $100,000, The assets are largely in 
electric railroad stock of uncertain value. His 
fine mansion house is in his wife’s name and 
is not included in his assets. 

When the Colorado Midland railway was 
building, Metcaif, together with J. J. Hager- 
man, was largely interested, and was Vice- 
President of that He projected the road 
thirty miles to Elk Mountain through great 
deposits of anthracite coal and marble. . Met- 
calf and Hagerinan became antagonists and 
Metcalf was frozen Out of the Midland. His 
Elk Mountain scheme languished for several 
years and he had over $100,000 tied up. 
new company was organized a short time ago 
and work progressed, but Metcalf lost the 
controliing interest and his stock could not be 
realized on to pay his debts. 

Metcalf is a large owner of rolling mills in 
Pittsburg and it has been stated that his in- 
come from that source was $25,000 per annum. 
His Pittsburg interest is not supposed to be 
involved. Mrs. Metcalf has a large independ- 
dent income. Metcalf was the most liberal 
man in this city and in a quiet way conscien- 
tiously gave to charity one-tenth of his in- 
come annually, 


W. C. LARNED LECTURES ON VELASQUEZ. 


Stress Is Laid Upon the Truthfulness of 
the Artist’s Work. 


The regular Tuesday afternoon lecture of the 
Art Institute course, delivered Tuesday at 
Athenzum Hall, was on the subject of 
„Velasquez. It was delivered by Walter C. 
Larned. The speaker confined himself 
chiefly to a description of the artist's work, 
stereopticon views of which were used as il- 
lustrations.

FRESHMEN DEBARRED FROM ATHLETICS, 


Because of the Recent Disturbance Yale’s 
Lower Classmen Suffer. 

New Havex, Conn., Dec. 21.—[ Special. 
For the first time in the history of Yale Uni- 
versity the freshman class has been prohibited 
from engaging in athletics for a disturbance 
in which practically the entire class partici- 
pated, and witch, in the opinion of the pro- 
fessors of the university, has caused its repu- 
tation as a law-abiding institution to be held 
in question. The faculty of the academy and 
of the scientific department came together 
this afternoon in a concurrent meeting and 
voted to debar the class from taking part 
in any baseball games during the com- 
ing season.

By the action of the Circuit Judges Tuesday 
$90,000 was added to the salary expenses of 
Cook County. This addition was made at the 
request of the heads of the county depart- 
ments, all tax devourers. There was 
no sufficient investigation of the de- 
mands. It is safe to say that not one 
of the Judges spent an hour inquiring as to 
the necessity for the increase. If he had done 
so he would not have voted for it. It may be 
true that some officers—the Coroner, for in- 
is entitled to increased help. But there 
surely is no good reason for the increase in 
the number of the employés of the Court 
Clerks. There is an opinion that the Judges 
are more careful in the consideration of pro- 
posals for the expenditure of public money 
than other public officers, but that opinion is 
not justified by the facts. Neither Aldermen 
nor County Commissioners deal as recklessly 
with proposals for spending the people’s 
money as the Judges. In fact they are as 
reckless in this regard as they are when they 
come to recommend candidates for Justices 
of the Peace to the Governor. 


GARBAGE CREMATION AT THE FAIR. 
The exhibits at the World’s Pair will include 
one by which those interested may see in ac- 
ual operation an efficient crematory for the 
disposal of garbage. The construction of the 
apparatus 1s nearly completed, and it appears 
to be on substantially the same plan as the 
one now at work in Lowell, Mass., which was 
mentioned in Tus TUN a few days ago. 
It has a capacity for the burning of a hundred 


tons of garbage per day and is expected to do 


this without the production of any odor, the 
products being nothing more offensive than a 


thin white smoke and about 5 percent of 


ashes. It wilt consume all the garbage pro- 
duced on the Exposition grounds, including 
everything from potato rings to dead 
horses should any of these animals die on the 
grounds. It is estimated the garbage will 
be about equal in quantity to that produced 
by acity of 45,000 population. Though no 
ashes will be made on the area devoted to the 
Fair, and the plan of the crematory does not 
include the reguiar burning of ashes, it is in- 
tended to show that they can be handled when 
mixed with garbage, the unly trouble attend- 
ing the operation being a greater consumption 
of fuelthan would otherwise be necessary. 
Near this will be asewage cleansing plant, 
claimed to be the most perfect in the world, 
though corresponding in some respects to 
those used in Germany. The sewage will be 
driven by compressed air into cleansing tanks, 
in which the solid matter will be precipitated 
by a preparation of sulphate of ammonia, 
while the purified water is discharged at the 
top of the tank. The precipitated filth is then 
to be compressed into cakes, which will be 
burned, their value as fertilizers being small. 

The city should also have in operation next 
summer a sufficient number of crematories 
to burn up all the filth gathered each day by 
faithful scavengers. For their own sakes, and 
in the interest of general cleanliness, our citi- 
zens ought to insist upon this, asin no other 
way can the city be made respectably clean 


for the reception of visitors. It is much to 


be desired that those visitors should have the 
opportunity of seeing for themselves that the 
thoroughfares of Chicago are kept well 
cleaned and that the material gathered is dis- 
posed of in the best possible way—namely: 
by burning. The crematory at Jackson Park 


will be a good thing, but it ought to be only a | 


sample of the apparatus performing on a 
much larger scale the work of burning up 
the filth of the city. For besides bemga 
means of stmmarily disposing of the refuse 
which ordinarily accumulates in a crowded 
community, the crematory furnace is a most 
important sanitary agent, putting out of the 
way forever the means by which contagious 
diseases are disseminated. With suitable cre- 
matories at work and proper arrangements 
for supplying them with material we could 
afford to bid defiance to cholera in case it 
should visit our shores next spring, and prom- 
ise our numerous visitors immunity from that 
dread pest while among us. With cremation 
and an abundant supply of pure water Chica- 
go could invite them to the cleanest and 
healthiest city on the continent, as well as to 
one the commercial enterprise and progress of 
whiclf have made it the wonder of the world. 


Archbishop Ireland is authority for the 
statement that no time will be lost in check- 
ing the pilgrimages to the Catholic church 
at Canton, Minn. An investigation of the 
vision business was made partly at his request 
by Bishop Cotter, who reports that the mani- 
festation thus far observed in the little win- 
dow glass of the Canton church appears to 
be explainable on purely natural grounds, and 
that other interpretations are uncalled for. 
No theory pointing to a supernatural origin 
for the appearance has been shown by the in- 
vestigation to be tenable, and the Bishop says 
that under these conditions no one can be per- 
mitted with any semblance of warrant from 


the church to assert that the manifestations 


are miraculous in their character. He says 
that whoever advances the supernatural the- 
ory does so solely in the exercise of his (right 
of) private judgment, his argument deriving 
value from proofs presented in support of his 
opinion. Bishop Cotter holds that the mass 
of testimony alleging the presence of cures is 
insufficient. 

The result of the investigation was 80 con- 
vincing to the Archbishop that he “ uttered an 
expression of sorrow when told there had 
been a renewal of the special-train service for 
carrying pilgrims to the scene. He does not 
think the priest has connived at fraud, but 
that he may have “erred in being too credu- 
lous.” In other words, the highest Catholic 
‘authority in the State believes the whole thing 
to be a delusion, in which respect he agrees 
with all sensible people, and he has the cour- 
age to say so, in diplomatic language, but 
plainly enough to be underatood by everybody. 
He does not wink at an imposture, as some 
other Catholic dignitaries in Europe are said 
to have done, because unwilling to interfere 
with the collection of revenue from those 
foolish enough to believe in modern 
iniracies. For this he is entitled to 
eredit, and the announcement of his 
position in the matter ought to be sufficient 
to stamp out the craze which seems to have 
get in to the extent that scores of otherwise 
sensible folks fancy they see a picture ona 
piece of common glass which has been sub- 
stituted for the one originally claimed to have 
exhibited the vision, There will not now be 
any necessity for the appointment of an ad- 

ditional pastor to minister to the crowds of 
pilgrims to the scene of the delusion, which 
must take ite place among a long list of 
others that have crazed the people in other 
times and other lands. There is not room in 
the United States for the maintenance of such 
an imposition, and it is well it should ve thus

government. 
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DEMOCRATS AND MEXICAN WAR PEN- 
SIONERS. 


This paper called attention yesterday to the 
inconsistency of the Democrats in clamoring 
about the enormous expenditure for pensions 
and at the same time voting to add 50 per 
cent to those paid to the survivors of the Mex- 
ican War. It appears that the total number 
of those suldiers and their widows whose 
names are now on the rolls is 22,600. Each 
of them is given $48 additional per year, mak- 
ing a total of $1,100,000 yearly. This appro- 
priation is made at a time when, according to 
the Democrats, the Treasury is ‘“‘ bankrupt” 
and there is need of rigid esonomy and a 
pruning of the pension roils. : 

By the Dependent bill soldiers who served 
in the late war get only $6 a month, while 
those who soldiered ii: Mexico are to get twice 
as much. It difficult to see the justice of 
this. Furthermore, most of the survivors of 
the Mexican War are not the men who fought 
at Palo Alto, Buena Vista, Chapultepec, or 
Molino del Rey, but they beloaged to regi- 
ments which were mustered into service at the 
close of the war, never saw an enemy, and in 
some cases did not step off the soil of the 
United States. Why should such men bo pen- 
sioned? ; 

The Democrats say that many of the Union 
soldiers who get pensions do not neea the 
money and therefore should not have it. If 
that principle is sound, it should be applied 
to the veterans of the Mexican War. Judge 
Tuley is one of those pensioners. He does 
not use what he receives for his own benefit, 
giving it all to charity. But why should the 
government raise his pension 50 per cent in 
order that the cause of charity may be aided? 

This bill would not have gone through an 
overwhelmingly Democratic House by a vote 
of 172 to 8 had it not been for the fact that 
the Mexican War was one which was favored 
by the slaveholders ana that so large a per- 
centage of the survivors live in the South. A 
similar bill applying to Union soldiers 
would have been badly beaten in the House, 
not because the principle was wrong but be- 
cause the beneficiaries fought for the Union. 

It is quite possible that Mr. Cleveland if 
President would approve this bill as he did 
the Mexican Service bill, to which it is an 
amendment, which was passed during his ad- 
ministration. He signed it, though he vetoed 
a similar one applymg to Union soldiers, 
It is for President Harrisén to pass on this 
new measure, and he ought to veto it.

DOWN-DRAFT COMBUSTION. 

A writer in the Pittsburg Commercial-Ga- 
zette tries to explain to the people of that city 
the character of the smoke nuisance and the 
best means for its prevention. He admits 
that the hydro-carbon gas of soft coal can be 
completely consumed in the process of com- 
bustion, but says that is whenever and wher- 
ever these gases are brought into contact with 
the necessary amount of oxygen or air ata 
sufficiently high temperature, and adds: 
“It follows, therefore, that hot air so sup- 
plied as to unite with the volatile gas of the 
coal as it is emitted from the fresh fuel is the 
true solution of the smoke problem.“ The 
point is made, further, that perfect combus- 
tion can only be obtained by making provis- 
ion for such regularity of feeding the coal to 
the fire as will secure the proper commingling 
of the air and of the gas as the latter is emit- 
ted from the coal. Hence, mechanical feed- 
ing of the coal, as well as a proper supply of 
hot air, is essential to success. 

If by this it is meant that the air supplied 
to the fuel must be artificially heated before 
entering the farnace the claim may be ob- 
jected to legitimately. Both scientific rea- 
soning and actual experiment prove that the 
fuel will do its own workgf warming up the 
air if a proper intimate commingling at the 
right moment be provided for. The great 
trouble with the smoke-makers is that their 
arrangements permit the volume of gas to 
pass out of the place of greatest heat before 
all of it has been attacked by the oxygen con- 
tained in the air. Only the exterior portion 
of a given volume of such gas is thus mixed 
with air till it has paesed into a region where 
the temperature is too low for combustion, 
for the requisite commingling must be per- 
formed molecule by molecule, and if that be 
accomplished air that was quite cold before 
entering the furnace will do its perfect work. 
The previous heating of the air simply pro- 
longs the time during which any particular 
particle of gas can unite with the air before 
the temperature of the mixture falis below 
the point at which its constituents will unite 
chemically to do their proper work in the 
evolution of heat force from the fuel. 

This much to be desired prolongation of 
time is effected in the down-draft furnace 
without the need of tesorting to expensive 
hot air jets. Ihe gases distilled out from the 
fuel in the upper furnace are drawn down 
through the fuel bed, where the heat is great- 
est, instead of being allowed to pass off direct- 
ly into a relatively cool flue; and so much of 
them as is not burned there, for want of the 
requisite quantity of commingling air, meets 
with enough to satisfy its chemical affinities 
in the fire chamber below. That is the ration- 
ale of the process, and the completeness of the 
performance is well attested wherever the 
down-draft appliance is used. It does away 
with the supposed necessity of heated jets, 
either of air or steam, which make large drafts 
upon the total amount of heat force that could 
otherwise be directly applied for the trans. 
formation into power. The theory gives 
nature credit for being able to do its own 
work when allowed an opportunity to do it, 
and the resulta thus far achieved fully sustain 
the validity of the theory. By the down-draft 
process the hydro-carbon gas of soft coal can 
be completely consumed in the process of 
combustion without any factitious aid such 
as that of the hot air jet. 


WILD STATEMENTS OF A LABOR LEADER. 

The Secretary of the Central Labor’ Union 
of New York has written a letter in which he 
says that— 


According to Cartoll D. Wright, the United 
States Commissioner of Labor Statistics. there 
are continually over 1,000,000 people out of work 
in the country. This army of tha idle competes 
with those at work, and he who will sell his 
labor for the smallest amount gets the job. 


The United States Commissioner of Labor 
has not stated that there are a million wage- 
workers, male and femdle, continuously out 
of work in this country. The statement is as 
wild as many of those which the cranks of the 
People’s party are in the habit of making. Up 
to the present time the number of people in 
the United States who are continually idle 
against their will—because they cannot get 
work—is too smali to be worth consider- 
ing. There are seasons of the year when large 
numbers of persons are out of employment, 
but that is because they belong to summer 
trades, such as bricklaying, and expect to earn 
enough during the busy season to carry them 
through the year. 

A large proportion of the unemployed is 
composed cf men who will not work, prefer- 
ring to live by trampmg and beggary, and of 
persons who by their bad habits have unfitted 
themselves for labor. Members of these two 
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work, They are drones. If by reason of a | 


sudden expansion in the demand for labor 
employment were offered all of them some 
would refuse it contemptuously and others 
would accept it but @oon show théir inability 
to earn their wages. . 

Notwithstanding the steady inpour of 
European immigrants there has been work 
for those persons who wanted it and were fit 
to perform it. I¢ does not follow, however, 
that such a condition of things as that will be 
permanent. There have been times in the 
history of the United States when the number 
of men who wanted work and could not get it, 
and suffered for the lack of it, was far greater 
in proportion to the total population than a 
million would be now. One of those times 
was during the administration of James 
Buchanan, and was due to overindulgence in 
a low tariff and a State bank currency. 

If the next Congress and President, living 
up to the pledges of the Democratic platform, 
replace protection by free trade, flooding the 
country with cheap foreign goods and stop- 
ping the home manufacture, and if they per- 
mit the substitution of wildcat notes for a sound 
currency, it will not be long before more than 
a million wage-workers will be idie. A large 
percentage of them will romain so until they 
agree to work at the lower pages paid the men 
who make the foreign competing goods, for 
until the former accept the lower pay the 
American manufactories will stay closed. 

When this day of distress comes, and the 
Secretary of the Central Labor Union pro- 
ceeds to moralize over it, he must explain, if 
he wishes to be honest, that this lack of em- 
ployment is due to the workingmen them. 
selves, who got it into their heads that they 
could have both cheap foreign goods and high 
wages, and hence voted for Cleveland and 
Democratic Congressmen.

THE PROFLIGATE SHIP-CANAL PROJECT. 

The Duluth Chamber of Commerce is agi- 
tating for the construction by the National 
Govern ment of a ship canal through American 
territory from the Great Lakes to the Hudson 
River and thus to the ocean. It urges that in- 
side. of five years Canada will havea water- 
way fourteen feet deep through its own terri- 
tory from Lake Superior to the sea, and that 
more than a hundred and fifty warships in the 
English navy could come into the lakes by 
that route. Besides this it figures out a sav- 
ing of some $400,000,000 per year in freights, 
including that caused by the effect of railroad 
competition on railroad rates. 

This scheme requires that the Federal Gov- 
ernment shall construct a great ship canal 
around the Falle of Niagara to connect the 
upper and lower lakes, the cost of which 
would range from thirty to forty million dol- 
lars, no matter how much it might be under- 
estimated in advance by the promoters. It 
also requires the conversion and enlargement 
of the Erie Canal for 360 miles from Buffalo 
to Troy into a great ship canal, which with 
the numerous locks and feeders necded to 
make it practically useful for the passage of 
lake vessels without breaking bulk would ot 
from a half to a million dollars per mile, and 
this cost of reaching the Hudson would be 
entailed whether the route chosen were via 
Buffalo and Lockport or Madison, Rochester, 
and Albany. Then the Hudson River for a 
distance of eighty ora hundred miles would 
have to be dredged deeper by several feet and 
the channel kept open by constant dredging. 
How much would that work cost? Perhaps a 
million dollars per mile. 

And for what? The canal could only be 
in use seven months in the year. The frost 
and ice would lock it up from November to 
May, as is now therule with the Buffalo 
harbor and the Erie canal. During the other 
five months the railroad carriers could charge 
about what they pleased for moving bread- 
stuffs, ores, coal, and other heavy freight. 
For seven months of navigation in each year, 
with the possibility of saving less than a cent 
per bushel in the transportation of wheat 
from Duluth and a smaller quantity from 
other points, Congress is asked to authorize 
the beginning of an ‘undertaking that would 
involve an expenditure of not far from four 
hundred million dollars by the time it was 
completed. The cost of the thing to the 
country would exceed a billion dollars, for the 
canal improvement could only be pushed 
through Congress by its promoters entering in- 
to agigantic, corrupt, log-rolling scheme with 
the projectors of a hundred other wild- 
cat profligate enterprises. It would form only 
a part of a vast scheme of river and harbor im- 
provement which could only be paid for by 1s- 
suing bonds enough to renew our national 
war debt. Noone can doubt this who looks 
at the dimensions to which our wasteful and 
profligate River and Harbor bill has grown 
already. Ifthe South had its way the levee 
system of the Mississippi Kiver alone wouid 
consume the revenues of the Nation. 

As for the hundred and fifty British gun- 
boats it is difficult to see how the projected 
canal around the Falls or the enlargement of 
the Erie Canal or the deepening of the Hudson 
River would keep them out of the Great Lakes. 
If we are tu have a war with England over Can- 
ada we want to keep the present treaty in force 
as loag as possible and then protect our lake 
ports with high power guns throwing dyna- 
mite and by the use of torpedo boats. Besides 
these protective measures we could make a 
rush on Canada and conquer it so quickly that 
those gunboats would not get here till a day 
after the Fair, if they came at all. This would 
be the true remedy in case of war, while for 
anything short of it we could retaliate on 
Canadian railroads entering our territory, so 
that neither for war nor for peace do we want 
to see the Duluth scheme carried out, That 
scheme is not only profligate but visionary, 
and if it could be actualized it would disap- 
point everybody except the promoters, con- 
tractors, boodlers, and lobbyists. They are the 
only ones whom it would benefit, and that at 
the cost of an expenditure and a scandal 
equally deplorable as that which is now con- 
vulsing France from center to circum ference.

At 
present, with the exception of a few grum- 
blers, they seem to be tolerably well satisfied. 
They have viewed with complacency two ad- 


politicians, and they threw out, with the aid of 
the roformers, that which preceded and 
was far superior to them. Untila large and 
influential number of the voters want reform 
methods and officers who are not selected by 
ward cluba and ward committeemen they will 
not be secured. Reform the electorate and 
the rest will take care of itself. 


Ar the last meeting of the Trade and Labor 
Assembly its attention was called to the fact 
that ten years ago the Council passed an order 
allowing the assembiy to use 100 feet 
on the Lake-Front north of Madison 
street for the erection of a labor 
building, with the proviso that the 
tenants must move on sixty days’ notice. 
The assembly set out to take possession, but 
an injunction was granted on the application 
of property-owners, which still stands. The 
majority of the members of the assembly 
are in favor of getting the injunction dissolved 
if they can, and building on the property* 

At this late stage ot the game it would be 
better to let the matter drop, and that is the 
opinion of some of the wisest members of the 
assembly, who thought the fewer favors it 
asked for and received from the Council the 
better. It is not probable that the injunction 
can’ be dissolved. The abutting property- 
owners will have a greater objection to a 
cheap building on the Lake-Front than in 
1882. If the injunction were out of the way, 
and the assembly were to erect a building, it 
would have to be torn down in a few years, 
when a plan for the improvement of the land 
with handsome public or semi-public edifices 
had been elaborated. The money spent on 
the temporary structure would be thrown 
away. It cannot be expected by the assembly 
that the use of that land would be given it in 
perpetuity. 

Probably it would be better for the Council 
to rescind its ten-year-old order, passed at a 
time when there seemed to be no prospect ot 
an ending of Lake- Front litication and there 
was no special objection to the erection of 
cheap temporary buildings there. The day 
of permanent improvement is approaching, 
and the fewer tenants at will on the Lake- 
Front the better.

Tue Trisune repeatedly has called the at- 
tention of the city authorities and the Alder- 
men of the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth 
Wards to the unprotected railroad crossing on 
Halsted street, north of Archer avenue, where 
four persons were seriously injured Tuesday.

GET THEIR SENTENCE. 


EIGHTEEN MONTHSAND A FINE FOR 
HOWELL AND TIBBETTS. 


Judge Parker Decides That They Ge to 
Jefferson City and Pay $2,000 Apiece, 
but They Are Granted an Appeal te 
the United States Supreme Court and 
Released on Bonds—Case Against 8. R. 
Howell Dismissed—Story of How Weigh- 
masters Were Bribed— Railway News. 


Sr. Josurn. Mo., Dec. 21.—[Special. —In 
the United States Court today Judge Parker 
sentenced George W. Howell, general man- 
ager of the lumber firm of Howell, Jewett & 
Co., and Edward Tibbetts, an employé of 
this firm, to eighteen months at hard labor 
in the Jefferson City Penitentiary and to pay 
a fine of $2,000. This is the outcome of the 
Inter-State Commerce cases docketed for trial 
in this district. There were three defendants 
who appeared before Judge Parker this morn- 
ing: George W. Howell, 8. R. Howell, and 
Edward Tibbetts. All three were under. bond 
and all three were to be sentenced. A motion 
for a new trial had been entered during 
the July term of court and overruled as to 
George W. Howell and Tibbetts. It was taken 
under advisement as to S. R. Howell, the 
court announcing that he would defer passing 
sentence on the two former until the motion 


was disposed of. 

When court convened this morning the 
three defendants were on hand with their at- 
torneys and the case of S. R. Howell was first 


taken up. a 

J have decided to grant the petition in the 
case of S. R. Howell,” said Judge Parker, 
‘“‘and will set aside the verdict and grant 
him a new trial.”’ 

In that case, your Honor, said the Prose- 
cufing Attorney, “I shall have to ask to have 
the indictment quashed. If the defendant is 
given anew trial I have not sufficient new 
evidence to convict him.“ The court then or- 
dered a record to be made dismissing the case 
against S. R. Howell and his bond was re- 
leased. 

There was a short conference between the 
attorneys for George Howell and Edward Tib- 
betts and then Judge Parker stated that fe 
was ready to pass sentence on them. There 
was a moment of silence, during which the de- 
fendants glanced nervously at the Judge. 

In the case of the United Stat against 
George W. Howell and Edward TibSBetts, con- 
victed of a violation of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law, the sentence is eighteen months’ 
imprisonment in the State prison at Jefferson- 
ville at hard labor and a fine of $2,000 each. 

The defendants drew a long breath, their 
attorneys looked disappointed, and the cele- 
brated Inter-State commerce cases were over 
so far as the District Federal Court is con- 
cerned, Before the Clerk could complete his 
record the attorneys for the defense asked 
permission to file an application 
for an appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court, which was granted, and a stay of exe- 
cution ordered. owell’s bond was fixed at 
$5,000 and Tibbetts’ at $2,000. They were 
promptly furnished and the defendants left 
the court- room. 

Story of the Case. . 


Probably no firm of wholesale lumber deal- 
ers was better known throughout the West 
than that of Howell, Jewett & Co., with yards 
at Atchison, Omaha, Chicago, and in Texas, 
They completely covered the territory west 
of the Mississippi. George W. Howell, the 
general manager, was in charge of the Atchison 
yards, which did a business of over $100,000 a 
year. S. R. Howell had charge of the Chi- 
cago yards, while Edward Tibbetts superin- 
tended the business at Omaha. Each of these 
branches did a business equal to if not exceed- 
ing that of the Atchison yards. In the spring 
of 1890 the Rock Island officials caused the ar- 
rest of each individual member of the firm 
except Mr. Jewett and three of their 
8 Edward Pierce, W. D. Mott, 
and ward Tibbetts, on the charge 
of violating the Inter-State Commerce law. 
The Rock Ysiand people claimed that Howell, 
Jewett & Co. were bribing weighmasters of 
the Western Weighing association to under- 
weigh their freight. Ihe cases against Pierce 
and Mott were dismissed and they were used as 
witnesses by the prosecution. The specific 
charge against, the Howells and Tibbétts was 
that they had bribed Mott and Pierce and 
other weighers of the association at Atchison, 
and that the firm was given from 500 to 5,000 
pounds less weight on ali consignments of 
lumber to customers in Kansas and Colorado 
than the shipments actually called for. 

It was proved at the trial of the case in July 
that Tibbetts was given sums of money to 
bribe weighers and switchmen, and the latter 
received from $1.50 to $3 a car on all cars of 
which fraudulent rates were reported. Mott 
ana Pierce acknowledge that they accepted 
money from Tibbetts, and, by turning State’s 
evidence against the defendants, escaped pun- 
whment themselves. Spooner R. Howell was 
not connected with the Atchison or Omaha 
yards, and, therefore, there existed a doubt as 
to whether he was guilty, Jewett was also 
connected with the Chicago yard, and there 
2 were any indictments returned against

The Union Pacific Takes a Position Similar 
to That of the Northern Pacific. 

For a number of years the Northern Pacific 
has been the only rail line between this city 
and Seattle and Tacoma on Puget Sound. By 
the transcontinental agreement, as well as by 
private agreement, with its immediate North- 
western competitors the Puget Sound traffic 
was set aside tu the Northern Pacific. 

Three years ago the traffic into that section 
became so tempting that the Union Pacific 
made a dash for ashare of the plum, al- 
though it did not own or operate any lines 
north of Portlana, Ure. The Northern Pa- 
cific naturally refused to accept at Portland 
business originating in the East and destined 
to Puget Sound, preferring the 2,000 miles 
haul froin St. Paul to the fraction of the loaf 
— by the 145 miles haul from Port- 

and. 

The Union Pacific applied to the courts, and 

by giving a heavy indemnity bond, obtained 
a restraining order forcing the Northern Pa- 
cific to accept its Puget Sound business at 
Portland. The matter remained in court 
nearly two years, it having been decided a 
little over a year ago in favor of the Northern 
Pacific, the injunction being dissolved by the 
Supreme Court of Oregon. 
Before the case was settled the Union Pacific 
in its own behalf took asimilar position to 
that held by its Northern competitor. It dis- 
continued selling tickets in its North Pacific 
coast officesto persons who desired to go 
east over its road to Ogden, thence east to the 
Missouri River by the Denver and Rio Grande, 
the or gg the Rock Island, or the Atch- 
ison roads, eclaim made was that it was 
folly to Hand over to those roads at Ogden 
business which it could just as well carry on 
its own road through to tne Missouri River. 

Out of this has grown much unpleasantness 
and these boycotted roads have boycotted in 
return. Not only this, but they, in connection 
with the Southern Pacific, are paying outrage- 
ous commissions on business from the North 
Pacific coast via the Shasta route from Port- 
land to California, thence via Southern Pa- 
cific to Ogden, in the hope that they will be 
able to force the Union Pacific to recede from 
its position. The same situation existe in the 
East in regard to west-bound Portland and 
Puget Sound business. The Union Pacific is 
willing to agtee upon Denver as the point 
where it will receive west-bound and deliver 
east-bound business, though claiming the 
transfer point should be the Missouri River, 
at Omaha or Kansas City. It positively re- 
fuses, however, to have Ogden the transfer 
a as that wouid deprive its road of a long 
aul where it has its own lines. Not only the 
various railroads but. the general public are 
interested as to the result. The Union Pacific 

now demands the long haul, just as it was re- 
cently opposing the Northern Pacific, when 
the latter made a similar demand.

PRESIDENT MAYER IS RE-ELECTED. 


A Review of His Work on the Baltimore 
and Ohlo Railroad. 


Battrmore, Md., Dee. 21.— Special.! 
Charles F. Mayer was reélected President of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad at the De- 
cember meeting of the Board of Directors to- 
day. 

After expressing his thanks to the company, 
President Mayer reviewed at length his work 
during the four years that he has direvted the 
policy of the road. He stated that the road 
had never done better than it is doing now. 
The traffic is constantly increasing, demands 
for rolling stock cannot be filled fast enough, 
and the recent additions of branch lines in the 
West have greatly improved the system. Dur- 
ing his recent tour over the road ana its 
branches he madeacareful inspection and 
found the roadbed, stock, and general equip- 
ment in a better condition than it had been 
for years. He also referred to the beit line 
tunnel now being completed to connect the 
New York line with the Western and Wash- 
ington lines, which he said would lessen the 
time between Washington and New York and 
afford improved facilities for suburban travel, 

Mr. Mayer also announced that the Balt- 
more and Ohio had been victor in its contest 
for the Ohio and Mississippi railroad. The 
Supreme Court of Ohio yesterday affirmed 
the action of the lower court in favor of the 
English stockholders and Messrs. D. Fahne- 
stock, Sterret 8. McKim of Baltimore, and 
Julius S. Walsh. These directors were elect- 
ed by the proxies of Brown,Shipley & Co. of 
London, the trustees of the English stock- 
holders, who were anxious to turn the road 
over to the Baltimore and Onio railroad in 
1891. This decision comes from the court of 
tinal resort and removes the last barrier in the 
way of placing the road under the control of 
the Baltimore and Onio. 

The financial statement of the Baltimore 
and Ohio for November shows net earnings

Trying to Crowd Out Pullman Cars. 


The Vanderbilts are making strenuous efforts 
to (tend the Wagner sleeping car service beyond 
the Missouri River. Heretofore the Pullman 
company has virtually had a monopoly of the 
sleeping car business west of Kansas City. It is 
now learned that arrangements are being per- 
fected between the Wagner people and the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas. whereby Wagner sleep- 
ing cars are to be substituted on that road for 
Pullman sleepers. J. A. Spoor, Western General 
Superintendent of the Wagner company, has been 
in Kansas City for several days past pertecting 
the arrangements with that company. It is 
claimed that the Vanderbilts expect to be able to 
make contracts with the Union and Missouri Pa- 
cific roads for the use of Wagner sleepers, and, 
if they succeed, it is stated they will establish a 
plant for the construction of Wagner sleeping 
cars at Kansas City.

Why Mountain Tops Are Cold. 

The decrease of temperature experienced on 
ascending to the tops of the highest peaks of 
mountains results from various causes; to say 
that it is because of the lofty altitude is not 
sufficient. To begin with, the greater rarification 
of the air, which is always encountered in up- 
ward travel, necessarily diminishes the absorbing 
power of the air. The temperature of the atmos- 
phere is greater near natu sea level, because 
such air transmits the rays of the sun withont 
decomposing them, and cannot therefore be 
heated by them before reaching the sur- 
face of the earth, where decomposition 
sets in and frees the heat contained im the 
sunbeam. Itis a well-known philosophic fact 
that the air receives the principal portion of its 
heat by what is known as radiation from the 
earth. and the greater the distance from average 
sea level the less must be the power of such heat 
as a warmtb-giving quality. Another and per- 
haps the chief reason is the vapor screen 
which so effectually tempers the climate of this 
country and prevents the 28 dispersion of the 
heat, from the warm earth diminishes as we 
ascend a mountain and allows the heat to be 
freely radiated, leaving only its opposite behiad. 
—St. Louis Republic.
